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‘WE MUST get rid of the mystery of 
costs or we shall play into the hands 
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PROBLEMS OF FLAT LIFE 


BOUT a quarter of a century ago Steen Eiler Rasmussen, in his remark- 
able book on London, was urging us not to sell our cottage birthright 
for a mess of flats. But already town-planners were protesting against the 
prodigal waste of land involved in the one-family house type of development 
especially in the form popularised by the speculative builder. With an increas- 
ing population and a growing demand on land for industrial and other purposes 
some abandonment of housing custom became inevitable. Before the last 
war, except in the big cities few housing authorities found it necessary to 
build flats apart from a few two-storey buildings for childless couples and old 
people; but to-day the shortage of building land combined with the problem 
of redeveloping urban central areas has compelled more and more authorities, 
whether they like it or not, to provide part at least of their housing in the 
form of flats. 

No one denies that multi-storey flats are less suitable than houses for 
families with children, nor that the general preference is for the small house 
with its own garden. Flats, too, are more costly to build and maintain, and 
they have many drawbacks from which the small house is comparatively free. 
In a well-informed paper which he gave under the title * Problems of Flat 
Life’ at the Public Works and Municipal Services Congress recently, Mr. 
John P. Macey, FRICS, PPI Housing, Housing Manager to the City of Birm- 
ingham, listed these as follows: 

1, Disturbance from noise; 2, Lack of privacy; 3, Lack of playing facilities 
for children; 4, Lack of clothes drying facilities; 5, General adjustment to a 
new way of life and to new amenities such as central heating, sub-floor heating, 
etc.; 6, Difficulty of access by lifts compared with direct approach from the 
street; 7, Lack of facilities for hobbies such as gardening, woodwork, and so 
on; 8, Inadequate facilities for garaging cars and cycles; and 9, Difficulties of 
refuse disposal. 

Some of these problems, as Mr. Macey pointed out, can be readily overcome. 
Structure-borne noises, for example, can be dealt with by adopting the appro- 
priate building standards: annoyance by blaring wireless sets, less readily no 
doubt, by fostering a more neighbourly spirit. Lack of privacy may be in part 
overcome by better planning. The provision of clothes-drying facilities is one 
of the most difficult problems. Open-air drying is generally out of the ques- 
tion on account of space and appearances, but according to Mr. Macey a 
drying room heated by radiators and provided with louvred vents so that 
there is both warmth and free circulation of air is popular and diminishes 
the demand for open-air drying. Space heating by sub-floor electricity seems 
likely to rank next to solid fuel fires in cheapness while having the advantage 
of cleanliness and the avoidance of management difficulties in the provision 
of coal storage spaces, etc. 

Lifts can be misused, and strict control by the caretaker may be necessary; 
they should be large enough to take a perambulator. Refuse disposal is no 
great problem, and Mr. Macey expects new techniques to be evolved which 
will be free from the objections to the chute method but not so expensive 
as the Garchey system. 

Not much. it would seem, can be done about the lack of facilities for hobbies 
such as gardening and woodwork. Garden plots ought not to be provided 
for the enjoyment of a few if it means depriving others of reasonable facilities 
for recreation. As to playing facilities for children, much is now being 
done by providing playgrounds with ‘ mock-ups’ of railway engines, houses, 
crawl-ways, etc., all apparatus being as accident-free as possible. 

c 
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The most intractable problem is undoubtedly the garaging of cars. On high 
density estates it is extremely difficult to provide garages at the rate of one 
per ten flats. In Birmingham an attempt to deal with the problem is being 
made by marking off certain estate roadways and hard standings or parking 
lots for which a small charge is made. The Birmingham City Architect has 
a draft scheme for the provision of a very simple multi-storey car park on 
three floors with ramped approaches and with open sides and no roof, and the 
prospects of making this a self-supporting scheme are being explored. Even 
where dual use is possible—i.e., by office workers or shoppers from 9 am 
to 6 pm, and by tenants from 6 pm to 9 am—it seems doubtful whether 
such a scheme would be self-supporting without some compulsory daytime use. 

The foregoing touches on only a few of the points made by Mr. Macey, 
whose paper is an extremely valuable one for all concerned with the provision 
and planning of flats. 


A LIVELY PUBLICATION 


HE latest publication by the Ministry of Housing and Local Government 

was given serious attention by our reviewer last week. After the high 
hopes raised by the Minister’s intimate style in forewords, we confess to a 
trifling disappointment in finding that the book itself, useful as it is, proves to 
be no more racy than one would normally expect from a worthy successor in 
a line of sober housing studies; albeit with the added attraction of do-it-your- 
self tables for beginners in the field of high density planning. 

Like our reviewer, we noted with satisfaction the Minister’s acknowledge- 
ment of the need to alleviate the architect’s ‘ oppressive anxiety about overall 
cost, an anxiety that can be deadening.’ In his enthusiasm to offer help he has 
even been tempted into the technique of the ‘ When did you stop beating your 
wife ?’ school by suggesting that * large sums of public money can be saved 
if high building is not used except to the extent that it must be.’ But his 
meaning is plain and his phrases read refreshingly in a departmental publica- 
tion. 

A random dip into the book itself does, however, offer some reward to 
those architects whose imagination can still be stirred despite the oppressive 
anxiety of overall costs. The anxiety must be deadening indeed if the warning 
given under the heading of * Play Spaces’ that ‘ sandpits and sandboxes should 
be covered at night against animals’ does not rouse the schoolboy in us to 
thoughts of camp fires and marauding beasts. And again, where considera- 
tion is given to the regulations laid down under that most exciting of all LCC 
phrases—Means of Escape in Case of Fire—we are reminded that the code 
is based on the assumption of the ‘ready availability of the London Fire 
Brigade with its range of equipment.’ One can hear the clang of the bell and 
the scattering of the traffic as the shining red monsters chase each other through 
London’s crowded streets. 

The casting of Ministerial bread on Stationery Office waters is not in vain, 
and the Minister’s hope that ‘all who have these problems of high density 
building to face . . . will find something in this book that will interest and 
stimulate them’ is plainly justified in a variety of ways.

Canadian Satellite Town 


QATELLITES are big news these days 
but it is the kind that are launched 
off the face of the earth (sometimes with 
questionable success) that receive most 
of the attention while others, at least as 
important, arrive on the face of the earth 
almost unheralded. 

In Canada there is now under way a 
scheme to provide the country with its 
first satellite town. This will be located 
near Toronto and called Bramalea. With 
our preoccupation these days with the 
size of things it is interesting to note that 
Bramalea will be the biggest satellite tewn 
in the world—seven times as large as 
Harlow and about the size of modern 
Norwich. 

It is, moreover, entirely a private ven- 
ture alihough the scheme will ultimately 


British, Canadian, American 
and South African interests are to finance 
the scheme. Initial expenditure—pur- 
chasing the land, constructing public utili- 
ties, engineering, administration, etc.— 
will be at least £17m. 

It is hoped to house a minimum popu- 
lation of 50,000 covering an area of 10 
miles. The scheme will take 10 years to 
complete and will provide a basic figure 
of 20,000 dwellings. 

Development is scheduled in three 
Stages, the first of which has already 
begun. One difference between Bramalea 
and a typical English new town is that 
the people in the Canadian town will all 
own their properties.

Michael Parker, who has an interest in a 
building firm. All very amusing and a 
pleasant interlude in the cares of the 
season. Mr. Oliver Law’s sherry party at 
Ebury-street was equally good fun, and 
none the worse for the resemblance it 
had to a Savage Club Saturday night. 


‘New Ways’ 

THREE widely separated English cities, 
Leicester, Newcastle upon Tyne and 
Worcester, are taken as examples to 
demonstrate how pressing is the need for 
a bold programme of new road construc- 
tion in urban areas to solve modern traffic 
problems, by the Roads Campaign Coun- 
cil in their latest publication * New Ways.’ 

Now that there are at last signs that 
the problem of improving long-distance 
roads is being tackled by the Government 
with a new realism we must not, the 
booklet points out, forget the special needs 
of our towns and cities. It is here that 
the traffic problem impinges directly on 
the lives, and the safety, of millions every 
day. Shopping streets jammed with 
vehicles; motor traffic streaming past the 
doors of homes, churches and schools; 
the scramble to work by crawling buses 

—these are the normal lot of town 
dwellers. Such conditions waste countless 
hours and bring death or disablement to 
thousands, besides the loss of precious 
time to shops and factories. 

These conditions are not usually the 
local authority’s fault, and in most cases 
practical schemes have long been pre- 
pared, and have been in the hands of the 
Ministry of Transport for years. All that 
is wanted is sanction to go ahead, and it 
is to be hoped that this well-produced 
booklet will help to persuade the Govern- 
ment of the need for action. 


Preserving the Green Belt 


ALL those who wish to see some limit 
Set to urban sprawl will welcome the sup- 
port given to the Hertfordshire County 
Council by Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, in 
approving with modifications the 
county’s development plan, to the preser- 
vation of the Metropolitan Green Belt— 
a ‘prime objective’ of the development 
plan—and the restriction of industry in 
the county. Any who may be inclined 
to carp at this policy should remember 
that the plan nevertheless allows for a 
large increase in population in Hertford- 
shire, estimated at 277,000, by 1973, 
bringing the total population to 887,000. 
The Minister has modified the county’s 
proposals to include within the green 
belt certain small towns and villages 


(e.g., Radlett) that had been excluded. 
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He has also emphasised that development 
inside the green belt ‘will be justified 
only in the most exceptional circum- 
stances.’ 

Mr. Brooke says that any substantial 
expansion of industry in the towns and 
villages inside or adjacent to the green 
belt must be avoided, since new employ- 
ment creates fresh demands for housing 
and other development which could be 
met only at the expense of the green belt. 
The Minister considers that in a number 
of towns too much land was originally 
allocated for industry, and he has deleted 
from the Rickmansworth and Watford 
maps a total of 66 acres, from the Hert- 
ford and Ware maps 24 acres, and from 
the. St. Albans map 20 acres. 

New Netherlands Buildings 

THERE is usually something in that 
well-produced quarterly, the /nternational 
Asbestos-cement Review, to catch the eye 
of the architect beyond the technical 
aspects of asbestos-cement in building, 
and number 12, now published, is no 
exception. What is now shown is a col- 
lection of buildings of the post-war period 
from the Netherlands. This is an excep- 
tion to the review’s practice of devoting 
each edition to one specific type of build- 
ing from many countries. 

In spite of the restriction, imposed by 
the purpose of the journal, to show build- 
ings which constitute asbestos-cement 
applications of architectural and technical 
merit, a fairly valid cross-section of con- 
temporary Dutch architecture is _pre- 
sented, including much work that has not 
previously been published outside 
Holland. The fact that most of the build- 
ings shown represent ‘matter-of-fact, 
economical solutions ’ should help to com- 
mend it to, rather than deter, the architect 
at a time when reduction and stabilisa- 
tion of costs are so much in mind. 


Designing by Computer 


DETAILED design calculations, which 
would normally take an engineer several 
weeks, can now be carried out by an 
electronic computer in two hours. So 
say those responsible for some interest- 
ing developments in the design of steel 
structures announced by the United Steel 
Structural Co., Ltd., Scunthorpe, Lincs., 
who have been working in collaboration 
with the department of operational 
research and cybernetics of the United 
Steel Co., Ltd., Sheffield. It was stressed 
at a press conference when these details 
were given that the computer is used 
only to deal with the tedious routine cal- 
culations and will not replace human 
design staff. Its use will enable skilled 
men to be released for more creative 
work and should allow more elaborate 
stress calculations to be made and the 
merits of various schemes to be assessed 
before a tender is submitted. This, in 
its turn, will make for considerable 
economies. At the moment the machine 
is limited to the calculations in design of 
steel floors and rigid frames, as these are 
the only programmes which have been 
prepared, but it is honed that soon the 
more complicated problems of columns, 
and finally complete structural frames, 
may be treated in the same way. So we 
press on to the robot engineer !

Use of Prison Labour on Building 
Sites 

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—I am greatly shocked to read in 
your issue of November 28 of the 
objection by the local branch trade union 
to the use of prison labour on a site in 
Leeds, and I am equally shocked to read 
the letter in your issue of December 12 
from the North West Regional Secretary 
of the NFBTO. In the face of the won- 
derful pre-release hostel scheme being 
introduced by the Prison Commissioners, 
whereby labour from Wakefield Prison 
was used by contractors, this attitude is 
not measured to the true position which is 
that in fact only a tiny number of men 
is involved throughout the country. Com- 
pared with the total labour force in our 
industry, the total of all men in prison is 
petty, and when the number of men for 
this pre-release scheme that are drawn

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from the total is numbered the position is 
even more absurd as to ratio. 

Can we not get a sense of proportion into 
this? As a prison visitor in my spare time 
I have come to receive the privilege of a very 
intimate knowledge of men in prison, the 
problem facing the authorities, and the 
demand from the general public that crime 
should be reduced. We see in this instance 
in Leeds one of the greatest reforms being 
set back by old-fashioned and misguided 
prejudice. It is not only the effect on the 
men rejected in this way but the far greater 
reaction set up in the mind of all those in 
prison that they are not wanted, and that 
their striving for full rehabilitation is not the 
concern of those of us outside. 

I am pleased that the Governor of Wake- 
field Prison and also the employers were 
satisfied with the prison labour available 
under the pre-release hostel scheme, and it 
is a pity, in view of the much more 
enlightened view by trade unions and 
employers alike throughout the country, that 
steps could not have been taken to help our 
local trade union friends to remove their 
prejudice. I am sure this prejudice was not 
born of spite, but from a lack of true know- 
ledge of the policy of the Home Office and 
the Prison Commissioners, and of no true 
understanding of the need of men in prison 
to be given every opportunity to re-build 
their lives, just as we in this industry are

re-building the bricks and mortar of the 
nation. 

I feel so strongly about this matter and 
see the need so much to have all concerned 
with the pre-release scheme fully under- 
standing the policy behind it, that I am 
willing to travel anywhere for this purpose 
if invited so to do, and if the North West 
Counties Regional Secretary of the NFBTO 
would care to get in touch with me I shall 
be delighted to hear from him, as in all 
humility I do consider that the view as taken 
by a prison visitor of men in prison and of 
their hopes and fears for their future re-entry 
to normal life should be known.

The Training of Quantity Surveyors 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—May I be perinitted to clarify my 
letter published in The Builder of 
December 5 in order to explain to Mr. 
L. H. Lockley and others who may have 
put a similar interpretation on my words, 
my true intention? 

I do not suggest that the quantity sur- 
veyor’s work is not ‘diverse and complex’; 
indeed I agree that there is great diversity 
and complexity in the work, and as time goes 
by complexity and diversity increase. There 
are, however, many people employed in 
quantity surveying who do not carry out 
all the aspects of the profession, e.g., takers- 
off and workers-up, 

My contention was, and still is, that if 
the profession is to obtain the assistants it 
needs, be it for taking-off, working-up, or 
other duties, some form of graded examina- 
tion must be introduced so as to give a 
qualification for the particular job being 
carried out. If a system such as I have sug- 
gested were introduced, | am convinced the 
profession would find assistants forthcoming 
as they would then have some standing. At 
the moment an assistant is very often a 
would-be chartered quantity surveyor who 
has failed to pass the RICS examinations.

The Future of Quantity Surveying 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—After reading your report of the 
Chartered Quantity Surveyors’ con- 
ference (The Builder, December 5), | 
am left with the impression that the 
building industry persists—wrongly—in 
doing second-rate tasks with first-class 
brains; that is, if we accept surveyors at 
their own valuation. 

From a national point of view this is 
wasteful for I am told there is an urgent 
need for manpower in the higher reaches of 
science and technology. Quantity surve) 
ing, as I see it, is a relatively simple task 
well within the capacity of an ordinary 
intelligent person, involving nothing more 
than a knowledge of construction, simple 
arithmetic and elementary mensuration. 
Some few in the building trade engaged on 
design and research may go beyond this, but 
a quantity surveyor on everyday work, sel- 
dom, if ever. 

As a proof of this it is only necessary to 
point to the American building industry, 
which moves efficiently at great speed with- 
out the benefit of the professional surveyor. 

Mr. J. E. Cooke agrees with me in his 
letter (The Builder, December 5) when he 
says, ‘the ability to prepare bills of quan- 
tities is not in itself sufficient to justify our 
existence as a profession,’ which I think is a 
splendid if left-handed tribute to the staff- 
work over the last few decades. 

Assuming that the ordinary people I 
referred to above are capable (as I think 
they are) of handling contract accounts from 
inception to final settlement, what duties 
are left (which do not clash with the archi- 
tect) for the top-tier quantity surveyors that 
Mr. Cooke and Mr. Schofield have in mind? 

Mr. Schofield is frank about it. He wants 
some sort of near *‘ closed shop” based on the 
imposition of educational qualifications 
which on his own admission have no rele- 
vance whatever to the ordinary everyday 
quantity surveying which is all the industry 
requires.

NORTH-EAST KENT 
DEVELOPMENT 
Plan Approved with Modifications 


M& HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
approved, with modifications, Part B of the 
Kent Development Plan, which covers the 
north-eastern area of the County. Part A, 
relating to the rest of the County, was 
approved last January. The letter conveying 
the Minister’s decision makes three main 
points: 
Thames-side Industry.—Because there is 
already a heavy concentration of industry in 
the Thames-side Town Map area, particu- 
larly to the north of the A2 trunk road, the 
Minister has reduced the allocation of 
further land for industry in the area, The 
allocations have taken account of the re 
quirements for the essential re-siting of 
industry already in the area and for the 
known expansion of a few well-established 
industries necessarily tied to the district. 
Applications to develop land which indus 
trial concerns holding in reserve fot 
possible expansion are to be considered on 
their merits in the light of the general indus- 


are 


trial policy for the Town Map area. This 
area comprises the boroughs of Bexley, 
Dartford, Erith and Gravesend, the urban 


districts of Crayford and Swanscombe, part 
of the urban district of Northfleet and part 
of the rural districts of Dartford and Strood. 

Housing safeguard—Within that part of 
the Thames-side Town Map area inside the 
Metropolitan Police district, a planning per 
mission will not normally be given to change 
the use of residential property which is still 
capable of being used for housing. 

Swanley By-pass.—The line shown for this 
by-pass in the plan has been deleted, but 
the Minister emphasises that he has done this 
in the knowledge that an alternative route 
for this trunk road is under consideration by 
the Minister of Transport. When a fresh 
proposal is made it will be advertised for 
public inspection and comment.

The front walls of the houses are slightly 
curved to give a shallow bay to the rooms within.

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ARIBA, who is the father of the architect, and who now 
lives in ‘ The Fairway,’ one of the houses. 

The scheme was first considered in 1945 but owing to 
financial and other problems work did not start until 
March, 1956. 


The elevations were designed to harmonize with the local 
environment. The facing bricks are second-hand stocks 
with dark red facings to base and band course and red 
rubbed brick arches. The original design included a partial 
steel frame but owing to a sudden steel shortage the internal 
walls became solid brick load-bearing and suitable changes 
were made to the foundation plans. 

In the below-ground work old foundations and patches 
of poor sub-soil added unexpected difficulties and expenses. 
The section of the site on which the building stands is some 
10-12 ft. below the level of the Heath and the lower level 
at the rear of the building has enabled garages and store to 
be built under the main block. 


The roofs are finished in concrete tiles of mixed stone 
random colours. Sliding wood sashes of standard section 
were used and a good deal of the joinery was also standard. 
The plumbing too was supplied in standard units.

DAMAGE TO YORK MINSTER 
Effect of Traffic Vibrations 


Ir HAS been found that York Minster has 
no foundations in the modern sense but that 
the walls, in a number of places several feet 
thick, are built up on top of a rough stone 
wall only six inches wider than the one 
above. The lower wall goes down 12 feet 
with the bottom stone just resting on clay. 

This was discovered by digging a trench 
at a point a few feet from the roadway whose 
traffic is causing concern to the authorities. 

The pinnacles on the south side have been 
damaged by traffic vibration and Sir Albert 
Richardson, P-PRA, the Minster’s consultant 
architect, has asked for extensive tests 
over a long period to estimate the effect of 
vibration on the fabric. 

A special Corporation sub-committee has 
recommended to the York City Council that 
no action should be taken on the diversion 
of traffic at present. 

Sir Albert has suggested the building of 
a wall below ground, away from the Min- 
ster, to receive the traffic wave. But he con- 
siders that a circular ring road outside the 
city is the real answer.

Southern Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 


Builders Confer at Oxford 


f ber future of the building industry, 
said Mr. IAN M. Lesiiz, OBE, JP, 
Hon. ARIBA (Editor of The Builder), is 
bound up with the quality of men who 
come into it, the training and vision we 
give them and the place we make for them. 
Let us set our sights a good deal higher in 
future in our standard of student, and 
while expecting much from him, let us 
work ourselves with redoubled energy to 
make an industry such as he will be proud 
to carry on, an industry whose distinguish- 
ing feature is not conflict but co-ordination. 

Mr. Leslie was speaking at the opening 
session of a weekend Conference of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders arranged by the Southern Counties 
Consultative Committee of Architects and 
Builders, and held at St. Edmund Hall, 
Oxford, from December 12-14. The 
Chairman of the Committee (Mr. P. McG. 
Corsar, JP, FRIBA) presided, and the 
representatives attending, limited to prin- 
cipals of firms, were nominated through the 
Affiliated Societies represented on the 


Southern Counties Consultative Com- 
mittee. 
Following the inaugural dinner on 


Friday evening, Mr. Lesiie addressed the 
Conference, taking as his theme ‘The 
structure of the building industry and its 
relation to the economy as a whole.’ He 
reminded his hearers that the amount of 
money invested in building and civil 
engineering was of the order of £2,000m. 
annually, and that this accounted for one- 
half of the total annual national capital 
investment. * This is a frightening responsi- 
bility,’ said the speaker, * for if there is a 





loss of efficiency on a 
broad scale it is bound 
to be reflected in the 
cost of building, and in 
the long run the public 
pays.” If that loss of 
efficiency was put at only 
five per cent, a saving of 
that amount could be 
£100m. Bearing in mind 
that more than two- 
thirds of the capita! in- 
vestment programme 
consisted of works that 
were paid for either by 
the Treasury or out of 
local rates, the savings 
expressed in tax or rate reductions were 
well worth making. Moreover, a five per 
cent increase in efficiency would mean, not 
less work, but more. 

Before leaving the subject of capital 
investment programmes, Mr. Leslie pointed 
to the effect of Treasury control and 
changes in Government policy. In other 
industries in which the Government had an 
equal share—particularly those connected 
with the Armed Forces—the Government 
took steps to protect those interests, 
whereas it seemed to treat the building 
industry as an economic plaything with 
which to exercise an influence on other 
industries. 

After reviewing the changed conditions to 
which the industry had not yet accommodated 
itself, Mr. Leslie listed four ways in which the 
industry had not as yet equipped itself to meet 
changed conditions : 

(a) Failure of the individual architect to

meet the challenge of speed, and the failure 
of those responsible for training the architect 
to take cognizance of what is happening } 

(6) Failure of builders to adapt manage- 
ment techniques to these new conditions, 
and their difficulty in making mechanisation 
pay for itself ; 

(c) Resistance by builders small and not 
so small to making use of research. (This 
raised problems of dissemination of data as 
well as responsibility for conducting re- 
search) ; 

(d) Inability to maintain communication 
between the various sides. 


Looking for a Solution 


In looking for a solution, * we as an industry 
will do better for ourselves if we remember 
that in a competitive world the ideal building 
an all-out, honest effort to 
improve present conditions rather than to 
wave in the other man’s face such extracts from 
the Robertson Report as happen to suit us 
would be more realistic,, added Mr. Leslié ; 
‘then,’ he continued, * there must be a shoft 
term plan and another for the next generation.” 

The short-term plan involved at least : 

(1) An immediate closing of the ranks and 
an end to blame-fixing ; 

(2) An extension of all means of bringing 
the four building professions together. Hefe 
the Joint Consultative Committees had a 
tremendous part to play; the effort théy 
made must be a sustained one and might 
well include the establishment of a Staff 
Training College for the industry ; 

(3) A searching review by the professional 
institutions of their own restrictive practices, 
particularly those to do with fees. The 
possibility of consortia of architect, strue- 
tural engineer, services consultant and 
quantity surveyor quoting an inclusive fee 
for the design of a building needed to be 
explored ; 

(4) A joint effort to get across building 
research to all members ; 

(5) More public relations work to inform 
the public about the industry. 


The Long-term Plan 


The long-term plan, said Mr. Leslie, 
depended for its success upon better selection 
and training of candidates for all the jobs in 
building, from apprentice to architect. ‘ If 
selection of architectural students is made on

a raised standard of entry, it must result in 
fewer architects (and in another context, 
quantity surveyors) being qualified, and the 
question of who does the draughting and 


taking-off crops up. Is there any reason why 
there should not be two-tiered professions, 
always with a bridge strategically placed to 
permit the exceptional assistant to achieve the 
status of an architect or quantity surveyor ?’ 
The standard of the young building executive 
must rise in consonance; here, said the 
speaker, was the opportunity for the College 
of Advanced Building Technology where 
architects, quantity surveyors and building 
trainees would do some of their training 
together and all of it under the same roof. 


He had deliberatzly not raised matters of 
contract for he believed the future of the 
industry would be bound up with the pro- 
fessionalising of the builder’s craft, and the 
spirit of the contract would be the guiding 
principle for all concerned.

‘PRE-PRODUCTION PLANNING * 


At Saturday morning's session, Mr. G. 
GRENFELL BAINES, ARIBA, AMTPI, 
addressed the conference on * Pre-Planning 
and Cost Control in Building.” The chair 
was taken by Mr. W. S. Jones, MIOB 
(vice-chairman Southern Counties CC). 

Mr. Baines defined * pre-planning’ as 
‘ pre-production planning,’ ensuring that 
the right resources were in the right place, 
at the right time and in the right way. * In 
my view,’ said the speaker, * all would be 
better off in building—the owner most of 
all—if more time were given to planning 
and less were needed for production.’ If 
this were done, a building should be a 
* mathematical success.” 

The builder should use his influence to 
get the information he wanted, continued 
Mr. Baines.;. There should be less worry 
about starting dates ; the client was only 
interested in finishing dates. * Let us be 
realistic about information. We should 
ask only for information as it is required. 
At present the call for the whole of the 
information is the most convenient peg to 
hang all the excuses for delays. We must 
co-operate with the inevitable.” Time was 
the most important factor in building, said 
the speaker; he wondered if builders 
realised how slow production affected the 
architect’s income. 

Turning to the question of cost control, 
started by the Ministry of Education, this had 
had a profound effect on the whole building 
process. ‘We can influence clients better 
through cost-control and analysis than by the 
prettiest of perspectives,’ said Mr. Baines. 
‘The client gains confidence, and this is im- 
portant, for it is the client’s suspicion and fear 
of cost which has led to competitive tendering. 
Cost control techniques should be practised by 
the industry as a whole, and the Joint Con- 
sultative Committees should help to develop 
cost control to such a state that the client could 
pay for what he gets ; we must get rid of this 
mystery of costs, otherwise we shall play into 
the hands of the “all-in” service boys,’ he 


declared. In his own office he had developed 
what he called 4-D costing, which took as its 
basis the first cost of the building plus the cost 
of keeping it clean and in repair over a 10-year 
period. He had chosen 10 years as being the 
period in which most industrialists expected to 
pay off the cost of their buildings. 

On the subject of materials, * it is time we 
stopped the flow of materials and new tech- 
niques,’ said Mr. Baines, ‘and got down to 
establishing some basic techniques, and the 
more traditional things we use the better. We 
have reached a point where we should begin to 
consolidate on what we have, and that is plenty 
to produce lovely architecture. I want,’ he 
added, * four things : 

(1) A Joint Cost Committee set up by the 
industry on a regional basis ; 

(2) Scope for setting up of a central 
advisory service for the industry ; 

(3) Jointly sponsored information centres 
in all districts, probably based on the 
technical colleges ; and 

(4) More symposia like this.” 


Discuss‘on 

Opening the discussion on Mr. Baines’s 
paper, Mr. Peter Lovett (past-President 
Southern Counties FBTE) said that unless the 
industry could find an answer to some of its 
problems, it would find itself replaced by the 
packaged builders, for they knew about pre- 
planning and costing. The ideal would be that 
a client should select, through his architect, a 
builder at the stage the building was being 
planned, but he could not see how that could 
be done, though the objective desired might be 
assisted were there to be a 3-month time-lag 
between the selection of the contractor and the 
start of the work. Were that done, and the 
senior architect on the job could spend most 
of that time with the builder in the latter’s 
office, all could be ready when the time came 
to go on the site. He agreed that there should 
be more co-operation between architect and 
quantity surveyor on cost control, but he

couldn’t see the Joint Consultative Committee 
setting a pattern for the country. 

Other points made by Mr. Lovell were that 
quantity surveyors should draw builders’ 
attention to repetitive items in their bills, e.g., 
shuttering ; that brickwork taken-off as, say, 
134-in. instead of one brick thick as at present 
would be helpful ; that more architects should 
have their drawings ready at the proper time 
(of the last 50 contracts his firm had tendered 
for only 17 were so ready, and 14 of those 
were Ministry contracts) ; that more builders 
should use construction engineers to make sure 
that the correct plant was available before 
building began ; and that the right person to 
take charge of the site meeting once the design 
stage had been passed was the builder. 

Cou. J. B. Marks, OBE, FRICS, said that 
he thought he could hear the first tolling of the 
bell for the quantity surveyor in much of what 
he had heard. Mr. Baines, for instance, had 
a quantity surveyor in his office. He thought 
it might be difficult for one surveyor to give 
several architects the kind of cost cata they 
needed for varying kinds of job. But he 
welcomed anything that could give an idea of 
eventual cost before the final bill was settled. 

In response, Mr. Barnes said that perhaps 
the greatest weakness was design. Construc- 
tion was important but design mattered even 
more. Mr. Lovell had put his finger on the 
crux; by the time collaboration between 
builder and architect was possible, the chance 
had gone, said Mr. Baines, adding that he had 
estimated that the annual turnover necessary 


before an architect could offer an all-in 
professional service was £1m. 
In subsequent discussion Mr. P. WARNER 


(QS) wished the point on elemental bills had 
been clarified ; for the use of such bills outside 
the tender and inside the tender were different 
things, and when discussed inside the tender 
tended only to confuse the builder. Mr. C. G. 
Drewitt (B) thought that Mr. Baines had not 
appreciated Mr. Lovell’s point which was that 
a 3-month delay in starting, while not solving 
the question of design collaboration, did at 
least give the builder time for organising the 
contract. Mr. D. E. PxHiuips (B) pointed out 
that much disorganisation arose through 
operatives being tempted away by high wages 
paid by firms engaged in repetitive processes 
In reply to Mr. N. A. Fraser (QS) who asked

repository and shops which stood in this position until 
destroyed by bombing in 1941. The level of the road on 
the west side of the site was twelve to fifteen feet above the 
mean level of the site itself and the building was designed 
to take advantage of this and to avoid the need for exten- 
sive excavations. 

During the excavations which were necessary for the 
strongrooms and foundations, many old vaults and a deep 
well were discovered. These had to be filled with concrete 
before the foundations proper could be constructed. 


The building was designed to have five main floors, with

the height of the Banking Hall. The bank makes use of 
accommodation in the basement and on the ground floor 
and mezzanine floors. The third floor is also used by the 
bank as two three-bedroomed flats for members of the 
bank staff. 


Construction is in reinforced concrete columns and 
beams with foundations and walls to strongrooms and 
basement in a similar material. 


The external walls are clad with Dartmoor granite slabs 
at north and south ends ; Portland stone on east and west 
elevations ; glass mosaic on west portico walls and 2 in. 
High Broom hand made facing bricks on the east elevation 
to the south staircase and north layatory blocks. The

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columns to the west portico are granite, as are those on the 
eastern loggia at basement level. The roof and walls to 
flats are clad with copper sheets upon 3 in. wood wool 
slabs, supported on a steel framework. The clock tower is 
constructed of copper sheathed steel and glass and the 
flag pole is of tubular aluminium. The north entrance 
porch has side screens of cast glass | in. thick into which 
have been incised sandblasted motifs. The doors are 
bronze. 

The tenants’ entrance is lined with marble relieved with 
Derbydene polished limestone. The floor is of filled and 
unfilled Travertine with inset cubes of blue non-slip 
material. 

The banking hall has a floor to match that of the north 
entrance lobby, in the public space, but the bank office 
floor is covered with teak blocks. 

The double glazed windows and the main entrance doors 
are in bronze, and motifs from ancient Greek and modern 
British coins are used to decorate the panels of the external 
doors. The revolving doors have been used to prevent 
annoyance from westerly winds. The bank fittings are of 
teak, with a Padouk counter top and plastic ledger desk 
tops. The various screens are of bronze and glass. The 
doors at each end of the banking hall are of armoured glass 
with bronze handles. 

The ceiling, which appears to float 26 ft. above the hall, 
is suspended below the concrete beams and is constructed 
of plaster on a steel framework. 

The first and second floors have been constructed so that 
they may easily be divided off into offices and a central, 
horizontal duct has been left over the access corridor to 
facilitate the running of additional services, telephones, 
etc. The floors in this area are hardwood ; the windows are 
of galvanised steel, double glazed ; the wails and ceilings 
are of decorated plaster ; window sills are of compressed 
asbestos-cement ; main joinery of teak and _ tenants’ 
joinery of African sapele. 

Central heating is provided by two fully automatic oil 
fired boilers, from which hot water is pumped to heating 
panels embedded in the ceilings of rooms and office areas. 
The banking hall, owing to its great height, has additional 
heating panels in the floor of the public space. The tem- 
perature of all panels is adjustable by operating con- 
veniently situated valves.

three standard concrete units joined by a linking corridor. 
On examination, the architects found the scheme produced 
was more economic in space and cost and also provided 
better light. There were also obvious heating installation 
and running cost economies. Speed of erection was a 
prime factor and for this and economic reasons all plaster 
work was avoided. 

The building is erected on a freehold site adjoining 
existing leasehold property in Boreham Wood. It was

desired that the building should be a separate entity with 
its own services and heating. It is now joined to the old 
building by a covered link. 

The drafting offices were required to be designed as free 
floor space in which any subdivision could be done by 
demountable partitions. 

A north light roof was employed to provide the light 
factor without sun, but perimeter windows were added 
for * interest ’ at the request of the client. Because of the 
serious consequence of any water damage to drawings, 
a frame with a ‘ T” post giving a large area as a secondary 
gutter was used. 

All services are run exposed through holes cast in the 
frames. This allowed immediate access and maximum

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flexibility which was a specific requirement of the client 
as the offices are reorganised constantly. 

Fluorescent artificial light was designed as an anti-glare 
background only, the main light to drawing boards being 
from desk lamps. The administrative offices and corridor 
are simple load-bearing brick construction with a lowered 
ceiling in the corridor to take the main runs for the 
heating and electrical works. 

Site works proved extremely difficult and the drainage 
had to be taken 400 ft. to the 15 ft. deep main sewers in 
Elstree-way. Further major extra works were ordered in 
the photographic and reproduction areas. 

The total area is 11,360 sq. ft. and the first certified 
cost was £36,360 17s. 6d.

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Restrictive Practices and Honourable Conduct in Business 
A Paper to the Institute of Builders 


PAPER on ‘Restrictive Practices 

and Honourable Conduct in Busi- 
ness was given by Mr. Basil H. Dyson, 
FBIM, MIProdE, FID, at a meeting of 
the Institute of Builders held at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, 66, Port- 
land-place, WI, in the autumn, from 
which we take the following extracts. 
The chair was taken by Mr. P. F. H. 
Wykeham, Vice-President, Institute of 
Builders, and the vote of thanks was 
moved by Mr. F. Leslie Wallis, the Insti- 
tute’s Honorary Treasurer. Mr. Dyson 
said: 

On reading through the main objects 
of your Institute as set out in your 
Memorandum of Association I was 
greatly impressed to find that taking pride 
of place in the summary were these 
words: ‘To promote excellence in the 
construction of buildings and honourable 
conduct in business. So you can see 
where I got my title from. Another pas- 
sage I feel is worthy of comment for its 
commendable aims in the educational 
activities of your Institute reads: ‘* The 
Institute has increasingly devoted its 
attention to the technical educational 
needs of those who are or are likely to 
become builders or to occupy other 
responsible administrative and managerial 
positions in the industry.’ 


Ethics and Technics 


My experience in industry has led me 
to believe that it is equally important to 
educate those who are to become crafts- 
men and rise to administrative and mana- 
gerial positions in the understanding and 
practice of honourable conduct in busi- 
ness as it is to advance their technical 
education. 

Industrial standards of practice and the 
level of honourable conduct in business 
can have a major influence on both 
the reputation and prosperity, not only 
of a business or industry, but also of 
the nation. Do you recall that in her 
Christmas Day broadcast our Queen 
made some pertinent remarks regarding 
restrictive practices and honourable con- 
duct in business? I am going to quote 
from her speech because I have often 
found that it is not quite appreciated what 
she was trying to get at. She said: ‘It is 
not the new inventions which are the diffi- 
culty. The trouble is caused by unthink- 
ing people who carelessly throw away 
ageless ideals as if they were old and 
outworn machinery. They would have 
religion thrown aside, morality and per- 
sonal and public life made meaningless, 
honesty counted as foolishness, and self 
interest set up in place of self respect.’ 

Is the problem of restrictive practices 
and honourable conduct in business one 
of higher wages, lower profits, shorter 
hours, more incentives, restrictive prac- 
tices, work study, higher productivity, 
fringe benefits, job evaluation, merit rat- 
ing, the Welfare State, mechanisation, 
automation or to go and visit America? 

I believe the most disastrous element in 
our industrial standards and conduct in 





business is our acceptance of the lowering 
of our standard of expectancy. How can 
we expect to get a higher standard of liv- 
ing and give less physical, mental and 
spiritual effort towards it? In other 
words, the solution to our problem lies in 
creating an attitude of mind conducive to 
arousing the desire to achieve high indus- 
trial standards. How serious it is that 
even to-day we are willing to accept the 
sub-standard, the chipped cup in the 
restaurant, the dirty knives and forks, 
maybe even in the canteen, but wherever 
it is to accept it is to prove that we are 
not willing to raise our standard of expec- 
tancy. 


Where do we Seek? 


It has been said that there are no bad 
regiments, only bad colonels; that there 
are no illegitimate children but only 
illegitimate parents, so where do we look 
for this ‘honourable conduct in busi- 
ness? ° 

First, I deal with honourable conduct 
in relation to the customer. Presumably 
to build a chimney that cannot be swept, 
to instal water storage tank and pipes in 
an exposed roof position where the first 
frosts will cause trouble, or to use bricks 
and mortar that will cause efflorescence 
on a facing wall, is not in the best interest 
of honourable dealing with the customer. 
While branded goods which give a 
guarantee of constant quality standard are 
an example of good customer relation- 
ships—the tea, the sugar, the biscuits, the 
salt—I wonder if the imposed price main- 
tenance agreements can be reviewed in 
the same light? In fact I suggest that it is 
bordering on business restrictive practice 
that a trader cannot buy and sell at his 
Own price. 

I believe it would be true to say that 
a high moral standard is expected of busi- 
ness publicity and the slogan ‘ Truth in 
advertising’ is a commendable one—yet 
we all know of many examples of exag- 
gerated, misleading and evasive advertise- 
ments. I have had examples in both 
Germany and Switzerland where adver- 
tisements for British goods have, in the 
courts of law, been proved to be untrue 
and yet those advertisements were almost 
identical and direct copies of those appear- 
ing and accepted in British papers. 


Relations with Competitors 


Next I want to deal with honourable 
conduct in relations with competitors. Of 
course, it is said that competition is 
healthy for business, but there are many 
instances where it has spelt corruption. 
Patent and registered design laws and 
regulations are designed to protect an 
original inventor and designer in order to 
allow him exclusive rights. While to 
infringe a patent or copy a_ registered 
design is punishable by law, it is often 
said that inventions are only registered in 
order that they can be exploited. One has 
only to review a range of similar products 
or houses or buildings to see how a num. 
ber of copyists have exploited the original 


styling of a specific designer, architect or 
company. 

The process of price undercutting even 
to the extent of cutting prices below 
manufacturing costs is often practised tc 
out-do competitors, but I presume this is 
not in the best interests of business morals 
It is also not unknown for competitive 
salesmen to run down the products and 
business of their competitors. 

Then I should like to deal with honour- 
able conduct with suppliers and I would 
suggest that in the main, business is more 
considerate with its suppliers; buyers 
know that they have to build up confi- 
dence with their suppliers. Nevertheless, 
there is often the case of getting alterna- 
tive quotations involving companies in 
considerable work in laying out and esti- 
mating, all to no avail, for they never 
receive an order because the prices are 
only required for comparative purposes. 
My limited experience with building has 
taught me also that that is not unknown 
in the building industry. This applies 
particularly with special plant and tooling, 
and also with construction and building. 

Again, you will all know of the unfair 
circumstance of having to tender on 
incomplete or insufficient drawings and 
specifications, where the preparation of 
the bills of material and unit rates are very 
much a gamble. There is also the case 
of inconsistent demands where orders are 
placed out when the company is busy 
and brought inside when work is slack— 
this may, of course, help to keep a stable 
labour force inside, but how about the 
poor supplier's labour? 


Industry’s Neighbours 


My fourth point deals with honourable 
conduct with industry’s neighbours. Let 
us ask ourselves, ‘ what does the commu- 
nity think of industry? Does industry set 
out to obviate excessive noise? Does its 
night shift working disturb its neighbours’ 
sleep?’ Often industry’s scrap piles and 
rubbish dumps are a complete eyesore to 
the district. Industrial fumes, smoke and 
exhausts cause considerable inconvenience 
to the neighbourhood. Are industry's 
facilities available to the local residents? 
Often the lending of sports grounds, halls, 
canteens, etc., can be of considerable help 
to a locality. 

Perhaps even more important, what do 
the neighbours know of industry? What 
does the employee's family know of the 
employer? How is the company talked of 
in the home? Does the young son or 
daughter look upon the factory or 
builder’s yard as the place where the old 
man has to go and sweat for a pittance, 
or are they proud to say * That’s where 
my dad works’? 

My next sub-heading is ‘ Honourable 
Conduct between Management and Em- 
ployees.. When profits were relatively 
easy to secure, have employers shown in 
all cases the spirit of enterprise which is 
so essential to national prosperity? I sup- 
pose that in my 30 odd years’ industrial 
experience in this country I have never 
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»" known the engineering industry to be first 
in saying ‘ We ought to give an increase.’ 
When high wages are relatively easy to 
earn, have employees always shown a 
willingness to do a good day’s work? 

Restrictive practices are to be found on 
both sides of industry. The Monopolies 
Commission has quite rightly been set up 
to report where in their opinion these 
practices in industry are detrimental to the 
public interest. The scope of this Com- 
mission, however, should be widened to 
include trade union practice as well as 
that of the employers, for there can be 
little doubt that the trade union system 
as at present organised, operates in many 
cases against the public interest. In spite 
of the large sums spent by industry on 
new equipment and modernisation, pro- 
duction is below what it could and should 
be. This is largely due to stoppages, dis- 
putes and go-siow tactics which are all too 
frequent, some for quite irresponsible 
reasons, 


Understanding Balance Sheets 


The relationship of honourable con- 
duct to business balance-sheets is not 
always apparent. It is, nevertheless, a 
very real one, since the justice or injustice 
of the distribution of a firm’s income is 
reflected in its balance sheet. At one of 
the early meetings of our works com- 
mittee, trade union representatives stated 
emphatically that they experienced dilli- 
culty in understanding balance sheets in 
their present day form, and that there- 
fore tney found it almost impossible to 
explain to their members what was hap- 
pening at the shop floor level. 

I have a few words to say on leader- 
ship. We all respect a good leader. The 
majority of people are led into action— 
in fact, people like a leader and will res- 
pect and follow good leadership. If the 
official leader fails, then the unofficial 
leader, whether he be the personnel 
manager, shop steward, or the noisy 
agitator, will soon influence the working 
group. 

Well, what are we doing about the cor- 
rect selection and training of leaders? In 
my opinion we have neglected the need 
for training and are in danger of having 
managers who lack the technical ability 
to understand and ask the right questions 
in order to control effectively. _ 

Industrial organisations are, in many 
respects, like individuals, One common 
resemblance is their sensitivity and 
reaction to environment. Often persons 
of considerable potential capacity tend to 
deteriorate when conditions and circum- 
stances are such that there is no challenge 
and incentive to put forward their best. 
Is this not the challenge to restrictive 
practices and the achievement of honour- 
able conduct in business ? 

I started my paper with a reference to 
our Queen’s speech, and I should like to 
close with another quotation from that 
same speech: ‘Today we need a special 
kind of courage, not the kind needed in 
battle but the kind which makes us stand 
up for everything that is true and honest. 
We need the kind of courage that can 
withstand the subtle corruption of the 
cynics so that we are not afraid of the 
future.” 


News of the Week 


City Redevelopment Plan 


A MULTI-STOREY garage, to hold 

some 460 cars, was included in a 
City of London redevelopment plan, esti- 
mated to cost £2,844,000, which the 
Court of Common Council approved on 
December 18. 

The City’s Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee propose that the 
scheme will begin in April and take six 
years to finish. 

The building of the multi-storey 
garage is regarded as ‘a matter of special 
urgency,’ and it is hoped that a decision 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government will be obtained as soon as 
possible. The site chosen for the garage 
is bounded by the District Line railway, 
the north leg of a proposed roundabout, 
Houndsditch, Stoney-lane, and Back 
Gravel-lane. 

The scheme includes comprehensive 
development of the whole of the area, 
including the improvement of the junc- 
tion of Leadenhall-street and Aldgate, 
the widening of Aldgate, Aldgate High- 
street, the southern ends of Middlesex- 
street, Dukes-place and Houndsditch. 


Cambridge Redevelopment Scheme 


SEVEN schemes, which differ widely in 
their solution of the problem, have been 
submitted for the redevelopment of the 
Lion Yard area of Cambridge, which 
occupies a central position adjacent to 
the main shopping area. The schemes are 
now being examined by the officers of 
the Cambridgeshire County Council and 
the Cambridge City Council in consulta- 
tion with Sir William Holford, FRIBA, 
and Mr. T. S. Dulake, of Messrs. Gerald 
Eve & Co., the county council’s consul- 
tant valuers. 

In due course the plans and models will 
be submitted to both the councils con- 
cerned together with a recommendation 
as to which scheme should form the basis 
for the redevelopment of the area, after 
which the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government will be asked formally to 
approve the proposals for this important 
area of the city. 


IQS News 


THE Institute of Quantity Surveyors has 
been approved by the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue for the purposes of Sec- 
tion 16 of the Finance Act, 1958, which 
means that, subject to certain conditions, 
the whole of the annual subscription paid 
by a member who is an office holder or 
an employee will be allowable ‘as a 
deduction from his emoluments assessable 
to income tax under Schedule E.’

The exhibition is being 
sponsored by the British Import Union 
of Denmark, the Danish-British Society 
and the Council of Industrial Design. The 
designer of the exhibition will be Erik 
Herlow, MAA, who with Christian Saug- 
man, KBE, director of the British Import 
Union, has made the selection of the 
goods to be shown, in consultation with 
the CoID. The selection has been made 
from Design Index, where appropriate. 


Building Science Posts 


THE Department of Building Science 
of the University of Liverpool, established 
last year, has begun its teaching pro- 
gramme and has initiated several research 
projects on specialised topics within the 
general field of science in building. Of 
particular interest to architects is an inves- 
tigation of problems in factory design and 
construction with special emphasis on the 
economics of daylighting, to be started 
early in the new year in collaboration 
with the School of Architecture. 


Two appointments have been author- 
ised in the Department of Building 
Science. These are to be advertised. One 
is a permanent teaching and research 
appointment for an architect to work on 
the application of scientific principles to 
the design of building elements and to 
develop appropriate advanced courses for 
students taking a post-graduate diploma 
in Building Science. The other is a tem- 

ary appointment for an architect to 
ead a small research project. 


City and Guilds in New Building 


Tue Lord Mayor, Sir Harold Gillett, 
MC, honoured by his presence the first 
meeting of the Council of the City and 
Guilds of London Institute to be held 
in the new headquarters at 76, Portland- 
place, London, WI. The Institute moved 
into its new building at the beginning of 
December, and the Council, of which the 
Lord Mayor is an ex-officio member, met 
on Monday, December 15. 


During the proceedings, Sir Frederick 
Handley Page, a vice-president, who was 
re-elected chairman of the Council, 
announced the names of three vice- 
presidents recently nominated by the 
president of the Institute, HRH The 
Prince Philip, namely Brigadier-General 
Sir Harold Hartley, Mr. Arthur M. 
Holbein, and Sir George Nelson. Profes- 
sor R. S. Hutton, a vice-president, was 
elected vice-chairman of the Council. 


Although the headquarters of the 
Institute is now in the Borough of St. 
Marylebone, a City office is being main- 
tained for the time being at Goldsmiths’ 
Hall, thanks to the consideration of the 
Wardens of that Company. 








LAW REPORT 


Judgment for Architects in Rights- 
of-Light Case 
Queen’s Bench Division, Before Mr. Justice 
Lloyd-Jacob 
E. William Palmer & Partners v. L. R. 
Armitage 


R. JUSTICE LLOYD-JACOB in the 
Queen’s Bench Division on December 
17 gave judgment with costs for Messrs. E 
William Palmer & Partners, architects, of 
8, The Town, Enfield, in an action in which 
Mr. Lindley Robertson Armitage, chartere«| 
accountant, of 63a London-road, Enfield, 
had alleged that they wer> negligent in 
designing and siting a block of flats on his 
land in London-road ignoring rights of light 
enjoyed by a building on adjoining land. Mr 
Armitage claimed damages of £830, which 
was his loss in settling an action brought by 
the owner of No. 65 London-road, Enfield, 
claiming infringement of ancient lights. 
Giving a considered judgment, his lord- 
ship said that when Mr. Armitage’s proposed 
block of flats was at the stage of excavation 
of the foundation, the neighbour complained 
of anticipated infringement of rights of light 
of three ground-floor’ windows. Mr. Elias 
William Palmer, senior partner of the firm 
of architects, advised, at Mr. Armitage’s 
request 1or his opinion, rotating the pro- 
posed building through 180 degrees upon 
the foundations excavated by plaintiff's 
builders, which would move the main wall 
4 ft. 6 ins. further from the windows. 
Although this was done the plan had still 
to be altered by the terms of settlement of 
the neighbour's action, to lower the eaves 
and reduce the angle of the ridge of the 
building. 


Restricted Task 


Mr. Palmer had designed the block of flats 
but he was not to be concerned with their 
erection. The architect of the firm of 
builders engaged by the plaintiff would do 
this. Mr. Palmer had sent his statement of 
fees to plaintiff on being told this in Sep- 
tember, 1954. He offered to furnish the 
builders with detail drawings. Mr. Palmer’s 
task was restricted to securing planning per- 
mission, said his lordship. He incurred no 
liability in the siting of the builders’ excava- 
tions for foundations. 

A block plan on the drawings of the pro- 
posed building by the defendants could not 
fairly be taken to be a siting drawing in 
his lordship’s judgment. This gave no posi- 
tion from which the measurements for the 
marking of the footings could be taken. Nor 
was his lordship satisfied that the building 
as designed by Mr. Palmer could not have 
been satisfactorily erected on the site with- 
out infringing the easement enjoyed by the 
neighbour. 

Mr. Palmer’s advice about rotating the 
proposed building on the foundations already 
excavated was honestly and gratuitously 
given, and no liability could attach to him. 
He believed this course would have per- 
mitted sufficient access of light to the neigh- 
bour’s windows. This belief was worked out 
by a rough and ready rule which indicated 
that if the alleged obstruction be kept with- 
in a space bounded by a line drawn at an 
angle of 45 degrees from the horizontal level 
of the bottom of the lowermost ancient light, 
sufficient light would be left to avoid justi- 
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fiable complaint. Unless and until the siting 
of the proposed building was accepted actu- 
ally or impliedly by Mr. Palmer as a pro- 
fessional obligation, he owed plaintiff no 
legal duty and his gratuitous opinion could 
not attract liability for the consequences of 
an honest and even—if it be correct to say 
—iistaken conclusion. 

It would appear, his lordship said, that 
scientific determination of the degree of 
interference with rights of light caused by 
positioning of buildings visible from the 
openings to which the easement related was 
of comparatively recent development and 
knowledge of it was restricted to five or so 
experts. Two of these, Mr. Pitt and Mr. 
Anstey, gave evidence, and Mr. Swarbrick, 
the expert who advised the neighbour, was 
referred to in evidence. In some respects all 
three differed in their opinions. This indi- 
cated somewhat the hazards of the litigation 
to which Mr. Armitage was a party. He had 
acted with proper prudence in effecting the 
settlement. 


ECONOMY IN BUILDING 


Favourable Report to Kent 
County Council 


K ENT County Council’s building com- 
mittee reported at the last meeting of 
the council on progress made in implement- 
ing proposals made in 1956 with the object 
of co-ordinating the work and effecting 
reductions in expenditure in connection with 
the buildings required by the various com- 
mittees. The principal proposals made at 
the first review were: 

(i) The appointment of sub-committees to 
exercise full control of each committee’s 
building programme. 

(ii) The fixing of — costs for buildings 
in respect of which none existed, and 
the provision of ceiling costs for the 
equipping as well as the construction of 
buildings. 

(iii) The grouping of projects in order to 
save contractual costs. 

(iv) The establishing of agreed basic stan- 
dards for various types of buildings. 

(v) The reduction of the time factor in re- 
lation to major projects; adherence to 
plans and schemes already approved; 
and the arrangements of fixed annual 
programmes. 

(vi) The pre-ordering of materials in short 
supply. 

(vii) Reduction of site areas and greater use 

of multi-storeyed buildings. 

(viii) The effecting of economies on engineer- 

ing schemes and in the cost of fuel. 

(ix) The non-adjusting of tender figures. 

(x) The greater use of the facilities available 
through the county supplies department. 

‘Your committee has now considered,’ 
Stated the latest report to the Council, ‘a 
report shewing the progress which has been 
made towards implementing the recommen- 
dations and is pleased to inform the council 
that the position can be regarded with every 
satisfaction. 

‘ As indicated in the first report, the review 
so far undertaken has embraced problems 
of much complexity, some of which necessi- 
tate detailed study over a long period, whilst 
others although the subject of recommenda- 
tions as to courses of action which could 
be operated forthwith, nevertheless, would 
not produce immediate results. 

“The investigations are continuing and 
further reports will be made to the council 
as and when appropriate.’ 
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OBITUARY 
Sir John Squire, Hon.ARIBA 


‘THe death has taken place, on Decem 
ber 20, of Sir John Collings Squire, 
poet, essayist, editor, cricketer and friend 
of the arts. He was 74. 

IML writes: Much has been written of 
Jack Squire’s work for the literary arts, and 
of the deserved place it has won for him, 
but less of the warm humanity which led 
him to be befriend causes, especially those 
in which people and bureaucracy were in 
conflict or the human spirit came up against 
human beef. His work for the preserva- 
tion of Stonehenge in the early °30s was one 
such example and one likes to think that the 
knighthood conferred on him was in recog- 
nition of this general principle. Squire was 
an amateur of architecture and one of the 
early presidents of the Architecture Club 
where he inveighed against ugliness whether 
perpetrated by the long-haired or the bald. 
He was made Hon.ARIBA in 1924. His 
eldest son is Mr. Raglan Squire, the architect. 

Squire’s real passion, poetry apart, was 
cricket and he founded in 1920 the ‘ Invalids’ 
which still flourish and inspired the late 
Archie Macdonnell to write, in ‘England 
Their England’ what is perhaps the funniest 
of all cricket stories. It is proof of Jack 
Squire’s essential simplicity and true modesty 
that he would have preferred to have taken 
all ten wickets in an innings than to have 
become Poet Laureate, a post which inciden- 
tally he would have graced. Many who in 
their youth, like the writer, owed much to 
his innate kindness to the young, will salute 
a man of whom it may be justly said that 
he had but one enemy. 


A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From The Builder of Dec. 25, 1858. 


SOME ASPECTS OF LONDON SHOPS.— 
Wandering in the streets of London, you 
may find amusement in noticing the pecu- 
liarities of the various shops, and the 
taste and degree of decoration which seem 
to be connected with each business. This 
fshion is, however, rapidly changing, and 
the shops, instead of having the charac- 
teristics alluded to, are becoming more 
generally alike—a circumstance which is 
to be regretted, for there is at present a 
want of variety in the aspect of most 
London streets. 

Certain trades endeavour to attract by 
the exhibition of curiosities: the fish- 
monger hangs up strange fish; the cutler, 
monster razors; the herbalist shows 
bottles of strange preparations; and croco- 
diles, and serpents, and skulls of animals 
look singular in the bright light of the 
gin-palaces.

who paid the surveyor’s fee for engaging in 
cost control and research, Mr. WARNER said 
there was nothing new in cost planning ; for 
years the QS had prepared approximate quan- 


) tities, and there had never been any question 


of fees. Mr. A. BurNAND (QS) said that a 
functional bill had been produced by Mr. Banks 
in the Hants and Isle-of-Wight area but it had 
not been followed up as it added to rather than 
subtracted from the surveyor’s work. 


Mr. Duncan Scott (A) thought the big 


difficulty with consultants was that of getting 
information from them ; as a result there had 


© been a tendency to fly to specialist sub- 
' contractors, whose fees were hidden, and whom 


the architect was morally bound to use. As to 


© the all-in fee, the RICS was traditionally 


opposed to this, but he thought the professions 
should get together and find an answer to the 
question of quoting such a fee. Mr. R. W. 
Paine (A) touched on the question of consoli- 
dating constructional methods. At present 
everyone was experimenting with all kinds of 
things, but it would help if there could be some 
consolidation so that it could be carried into 
both the architectural and building schools. 
“Too often,’ said Mr. Paine, ‘the teachers 
don’t know what it is they are teaching.’ 
Mr. D. BisHop (BRS) said the difficulty about 
costing was that the architect regarded each 
job as unique, and hoped it would be an 
improvement on the last, whereas a builder 
tended to price on average rates. 


Mr. P. G. Corsar (A) said there seemed 
to be two opposing ideas about how the 
package building challenge was to be met. 
Mr. Lovell had seemed rather unhappy about 
the builder’s part in joint collaboration, and 
Mr. Baines had not made it quite clear how the 
builder was to be brought in. Mr. JOHNSON 
said that it would be difficult to persuade the 
average British citizen that the competitive 
system should be abandoned. Mr. G. O. 
Swayne (B) said that the builder had some- 
thing to give the client and he should be 
allowed to give it. It was making nonsense of 
building when the builder was put in the 
position of organising the construction stage 
for his own benefit when earlier collaboration 
and a fair price would enable him to do it for 


the client. Mr. B. F. Trre (QS) said it was not 


. possible to keep out new techniques but 


thought they could be controlled through 
something analogous to the Consumers’ 
Council. He thought on the question of 
collaboration that many small builders did not 
want to come in at the planning stage. On the 
subject of the time-lag, he had never seen 
proper use made of any interval between the 
placing of the tender and the start of construc- 
tion. Mr. Swayne did not agree. Even on 
the smallest job, such as a house, the builder 
could profitably be brought in. 

Mr. Drewitt took up the point that the 
general public was scared of abandoning 
competitive tendering. The architect was the 
watch-dog, and should convince the client of 
the value of nomination, which got rid of cut- 
pricing and unhappy jobs. Mr. D. H. 
McMorran (A) asked for information on the 
LCC Picton-street job. Mr. E. U. BROADBENT, 
in reply, said that it did produce an efficient 
job but not without a tremendous struggle. 
But a time of 19 months for the first of the tall 
blocks had been cut to 10 on the next. Mr. 
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R. W. WuitTIncTon (B) thought there were 
too many architects with small turnovers and 
suggested that these, when they got a big job, 
should call in the services of a consultant. 

Summing up, Mr. Bares said that the 
proper way to select a builder was by knowing 
his performance and by asking how long he 
wanted to build; this was for the big job. 
But for many the competitive system would 
have to continue. On the question of an all-in 
professional fee, this he thought would work 
out at something between 10 and 12 per cent. 

Closing the session, Mr. W. S. Jones made 
the following points: (1) that those who had 
a platform should keep plugging for more 
collaboration between all sides; (2) that 
Treasury intervention in building programmes 
must be checked; (3) that the RIBA must 
start to lead public opinion in how to use the 
architect ; (4) that the Builders’ Advisory 
Service might be extended to the training of 
architects in, management techniques; and 
(5) that research should be done into finding 
out just how much ‘ necessary’ information 
was in fact necessary. 


‘DESIGNING BUILDING WORK FOR THE OPTIMUM USE OF PLANT 
AND HIGH PRODUCTIVITY ’ 


NTRODUCING a discussion (chaired 

by Mr. A. Burnand, FRICS) on this 
subject, Mr. D. Bishop, AMICE, ARICS 
(Building Research Station) said that the 
design of a building was a complex process 
which required several incompatible criteria 
to be satisfied ; of these, cost was frequently 
the most definite constraint imposed on 
the designer. The lowest costs would 
result when the true costs to the contractor 
were minimised ; from his standpoint each 
contract would have five components : 
overheads, setting-up charges, the cost of 
materials, labour and plant charges and, 
one hoped, profits. 


After examining these five heads in 
greater detail, Mr. Bishop said that 
designers could influence productivity by 
specifying (1) simple, (2) continuous and 
(3) repetitive tasks. ‘ Ideally,’ he said, ‘a 
— should produce a building which 


(i) Employ only a few distinct operations 
and avoid as far as possible the juxtaposition

of different materials and the work of 
different trades. 

(ii) Separate as far as possible the work of 
fabrication and erection so that the gangs 
concerned are presented with a continuous 
run of work and that mechanisation of these 
very different problems can be tackled inde- 
pendently. 

(iii) Complete at each visit to a work place 
a high proportion of the work done. 

This argument amounts to a case for 
designs which define simple, repetitive building 
operations, each of which can be performed 
more or less continuously by a gang. 


Profits and Estimates 


* The component of cost is rarely discussed. 
It is, of course, essential to the well-being of the 
industry that contractors should reap a reason- 
able profit for work done ; for profits are the 
main source of capital for the purchase of plant 
and for development ; without these, stagnation 
will ensue. Estimates prepared for tender are 
essential instruments to obtain these reasonable 
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profits and these very estimates constitute the 
only feedback of information between design 
and operation on site available to architects 
and quantity surveyors. That is, the economic 
consequences of a design in practice are known 
to an architect only by the prices stated in 
tenders. If tenders are accurate models of the 
way in which money is spent on site, an econ- 
omical design will produce a low price whilst 
an uneconomical one will reap its own conse- 
quences. It is pertinent to our subject, there- 
fore, to consider whether priced bills of 
quantities give a true measure of work done and, 
in particular, give a reliable indication of the 
relationship between the actual cost of different 
parts of a building. 


* Bills of quantities originated in the days 
when construction was in the hands of crafts- 
men and each operation proceeded more or 
less at its own pace without interference from 
others. This pleasing and peaceful pattern of 
work has been disrupted by new methods of 
building and mechanised systems of construct- 
ion, both of which require buildings to be 
treated as a whole so that one sequence of work 
inevitably affects and is affected by others. It 
is difficult to understand how this interaction 
between operations can be distinguished by the 
present methods of measurement which specify 
average and not particular circumstances. 
Because of this, the effect a given design may 
have on the cost of work on site is difficult to 
forecast: the language necessary to describe 
these relationships simply does not exist. A 
method of analysis which distinguishes the 
interaction between’ different operations is 
badly needed and, in the absence of this, the 
design of economical buildings is a difficult art, 
not a science.” 


Proper Use of Plant 


Following Mr. Bishop, Mr. E. U. 
BROADBENT (Jobn Laing & Son) said that 
he wished to get back to the point that one 
of the§values of the principle of bringing in 
the builder at the design stage was that it led 
to the proper use of mechanical plant. We 
should design so as to enable that to’ be 
done. * There has been discussion,’ said 
the speaker,‘ ox ‘!:2 need to get information 
from the designer at the time the builder 
wants it. Whatfis this vital information ? 
I suggest that when one is dealing with a 
concrete framed building at least, the con- 
structor requires the whole of the inform- 
ation in the form of plans and details so 
that he can deploy his plant and so that the 
services consultant can arrange his service 
ducts and apertures to suit what is to go in. 
If you have to place orders ahead of de- 
tailed information one is certain to be 
“ stood up”’’, 


Simplicity in design was an’ important need. 
Many designs now made their appearance with 
* tolerances’ which were not suitable for the 
job, added Mr. Broadbent, who had this to say 
on package deals: ‘I am not altogether un- 
connected with a firm which carries?out such 
work and would say that the system has its uses, 
such as for projects for, say, oil companies. But 
the system in general has gone beyond what was 
originally envisaged, and I do not think it can 
go much further, nor will it if the industry gets 
together to find an answer.’ 


Discussion 
Mr. Drewirtrt said that the situation was that 


flats and offices often could not be built as 
economic propositions. ‘ We must design our 


buildings for erection by mechanical plant ° he 
declared. ‘At the other end of the scale,- 
smaller buildings must be planned to take ac- 
count of the operatives’ scale of hand pro- 
duction. But there is a major problem looming 
up for the medium-size builder, for framed 
work is being taken out of his hands.’ In 
reply to a question, Mr. BROADBENT gave some 
further details of the Picton-street LCC 
contract. This consisted of four 11-storey 
blocks and a number of 4-storey maisonettes. 
Much research had been put into the scheme 
and ‘ mock-ups ’ had been built. One trouble 
had been put that the scheme had been a little 
too ambitious, and that by reason of the intro- 
duction of so much prefabrication the job was 
overloaded with finishing trades. The scheme 
had paid off in that 19 months on the first point 
block had been reduced to 10 on the second. 
* The outstanding point,’ said the speaker, ‘ was 
that there seemed to be a lot of time on this 
contract that was not fully used. If there is to 
be a long period between placing the contract 
and making a start, then we must use it 
properly.’ The contract had shown what great 
strides could be made in dry jointing in copper 
plumbing, casting holes and chaces for services, 
etc. It had also shown that there were many 
snags in panel type construction that were not 
always recognised. 

Mr. R. DuNCAN Scott hoped that every 
method would be used for publishing the results 
of the Picton-street experiment, particularly 
about the new techniques and the use of plant. 
Mr. R. H. BRAYBON (B) said his firm had been 
engaged on some experimental work, but were 
still waiting for the results. He had found that 
small-scale experiments worked, but actual 
practice often fell short. Much could be done 
with mechanical plant for purposes for which it 
was not originally designed, and this indicated 
that firms should have a plant man who could 
look ahead. The value of advance information 
on the position of service holes was great ; 
nothing was more depressing to a builder than 
to cut away something he had built. Mr. R. 
W. Paine asked if anything was known of a 
German system in which conduiting was cast-in 


N the Sunday morning Mr. D. H. 

McMorran, ARA, introduced a dis- 
cussion on this subject. Mr. R. Duncan 
Scott, FRIBA, was in the chair. 

‘In the limited time at our disposal,’ 
said Mr. McMorran, ‘ all we can do is to 
consider how our separate training systems 
can be more sympathetically directed so that 
in due course we may find that they are 
running parallel and might even be made, 
more or less, to coincide. I am advocating 
evolution and not revolution.” 

After referring to the circumstances in 
which the Standing Joint Committee on 
the co-ordination of architects’ and build- 
ers’ training was set up following a one-day 
conference at the RIBA three years ago, the 
speaker said that the Committee, under 
Mr. Harvey Frost, was doing all it could to 
stimulate interest in joint training for the 


building team but he thought it badly need- - 


ed practical help and suggestions from local 
committees. The study meetings arranged 
for juniorjmembers were most valuable but 
they were a palliative only for the admitted 
shortcomings of the industry’s separate 
training systems. ‘ I believe that damage is 
done in the early years of professional and 
technical training when the boy, fresh from 
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when concreting was done. Mr. REx PROCTER 
(QS) said that ready-mixed concrete might not 
be cheaper for work up to ground-floor level 
but could show returns for the superstructure. 
As to prefabrication, Russian experience had 
shown that output could be obtained at the cost 
of over-large tolerances which made for poor 
finishes. 

Mr. D. E. PHILLIPS mentioned the savings 
that could be made by constructing shuttering 
to a big size: also that variations made by 
putting something into the shuttering rather 
than taking something out could save a large 
part of shuttering costs. Mr. J. C. CHILDREN 
(B), speaking on house building, thought that 
we could get more productivity on single houses 
if there was better planning. ‘ Much of the 
work being put up by builders is revolting,’ 
he said. He would appeal for much more use 
to be made of light electrical tools which at 
present was hampered by the unwillingness of 
Electricity Boards to bring in current at the 
start of a contract. Mr. WHITTINGTON thought 
that prefab houses had proved more expensive 
than traditional ones ; the architect had a great 
chance to design traditional houses at present. 
Mr. Baines drew attention to the RIBA-‘Ideal 
Home ’ magazine competition which would, he 
said, help house-builders. Mr. F.G. Rowe (B) 
asked which came first: the design or the 
frame? Mr. Baines replied: ‘The design. 
Architecture is more important than building.’ 

Summing-up, Mr. BisHop said we must look 
again at the whole system of tendering and bills 
of quantities. The quantity surveyor had a big 
job ahead to suit billing methods to new pro- 
cesses. On the greater use of plant, why did 
not regional Federations operate their own 
plant-hire schemes ? He thought that perhaps 
we failed to achieve unity on building because 
we thought of building in trades. Mr. Broap- 
BENT agreed with Mr. Baines that design was 
more important than building cheaply. ‘ There 
are more important things than to knock 2$d. a 
square foot off the cost of a structure,” he said. 
‘Every builder is glad now and then to have a 
chance to build an expensive building with 
good finishings.”

school, is gaining his first impressions,’ 
said Mr. McMorran, ‘ and it is there we 
should look for real improvement. I hope 
Mr. Swayne and Mr. Proctor will say how 
they think their basic training systems can 
be adapted to give a more universal ap- 
proach. I propose to tell you how I think 
the training of the architect could be so 
adapted. 

* How is the intending architect to be made 
to feel that he is going to be a part, and. 
potentially a very responsible part, of our 
second largest national industry? How is he 
to learn to exchange ideas on equal terms with 
the builder, the foreman, the clerk-of-works 
and, of course, with the quantity surveyor? 
This is a part of the general problem of training 
for management. In the current phrase, it is a 
problem of communication of ideas. The 
making of a building is, in fact, a long process 
of communication. it begins with the building 
owner explaining what kind of building he 
wants. Then the architect reciprocates by 
trying to convey to the owner what he can give, 
in accommodation, in construction and equip- 
ment, and in appearance. This is a most 
difficult and subtle process full of opportunities 
for misunderstanding and error. Then under 
the conventional procedure the architect turns 
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to the quantity surveyor and communicates 
with him by means of working drawings and 
specification, and the quantity surveyor com- 
municates with the builder through his printed 
bills, and the result is the price for the job, 
_which the builder communicates to the owner 
and which is one piece of information that is 
readily understood by everyone. After that 
begins the fearsome process of communication 
between architect, builder, specialists, sub- 
contractors, foreman, trade foreman, opera- 
tives, clerk-of-works, and finally back again 
through the quantity surveyor and the architect, 
to the owner, with that other unmistakable 
item, the total cost of the job. 

* The object of technical training is to help 
people to know what to communicate and how 
to communicate. And since the architect, if 
he is doing his conventional job, and doing it 
properly, is the one who produces ideas for 
buildings, and who carries the responsibility, 
both for having the right ideas, and for con- 
veying them faithfully to his employers and to 
quantity surveyors and builders, it is on the 
effectiveness of his training that the efficiency 
of the industry, as now organised, ultimately 
depends. 


Pupilage to School Training 


‘I wish that you surveyors and builders 
would take a keener practical interest in our 
training methods,’ said Mr. McMorran. ‘I 
sometimes wonder whether you realise the 
extent to which we have turned over during the 
last forty years from pupilage to school 
training. Do you realise that only a small 
proportion of our professional teachers has any 
effective experience as principals of the design 
and execution of actual buildings ? 

* Do you know that we allow students to go 
straight on to be teachers with only the 
briefest contact, if any, with the outer world ? 
Do you know that although the emphasis in 
our Official school courses is on so-called design, 
we have no accepted text-book on the subject, 
and that our teachers have made hardly any 
significant contridution to the written theory 
of architecture? Can you wonder that in 
these circumstances most young architects 
start out on their careers today with little to 
help them but a vague admiration for a few 
architects, generally foreigners, with whose 
work they have become superficially familiar 
through the technical Press? They have no 
sound and proved ideas to communicate, and 
their equipment for communication is limited 
to a capacity for making laboured, but by no 
means necessarily complete, “‘ working ” draw- 
ings. They may never have written a specifica- 
tion, and their knowledge of business methods 
and procedure is very sketchy. Compare this 
with the old way of learning an art or craft by 
being bound apprentice.’ 

The break-up of that tradition (continued the 
speaker) was usually dated from the Great 
Exhibition, but of course apprenticeship con- 
tinued as the natural method of training for 
architectural practice until after the first world 
war, when the RIBA set an official seal on the 
idea of training in schools. ~ ‘ Unfortunately 
for the schools their rise has coincided with a 
period of acute uncertainty in architectural 
ideas, and of change and experiment in building 
methods, so that today architects have the 
greatest difficulty in communicating, aesthetic- 
ally at least, with one another, let alone with 
their clients; there is a lack of sympathy 
between architects and their assistants and the 
initiative in conceiving and managing building 
projects may, as we have reminded ourselves, 





be passing from the hands of the architect to 
those of the builder. 

“In this situation we architects certainly 
need to re-examine our notions of what our job 
is, and our methods of learning how to do it. 
This is not the place to start a lecture on the 
principles of architecture, but perhaps I may 
give one or two illustrations. One, quite well 
known, shows the need for good judgment in 
planning. There was a fashion, just after the 
war, for extremely dispersed school plans. 
This was sponsored by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, who had fallen in with some over- 
enthusiastic specialists. When the 
inconvenience and high initial cost and 
maintenance of these fragmented buildings 
became apparent we began to get official 
circulars and cost analyses persuading us to 
plan more compactly and economically and to 
sacrifice things that had temporarily been 
thought to be of more importance. Now, if 
more young architects had been trained in the 
school of experience and commonsense, they 
would not have allowed the Ministry to indulge 
in the expensive exercise in the first place and 
more schools could have been built, more 
cheaply, at a time when they were so badly 
needed. Then there is the principle of simpli- 
city (and economy) in construction. I heard 
of a builder the other day who innocently 
asked why architects are so keen on framed 
construction! There are young architects 
who think a pitched roof is highly subversive, 
and are unwilling to accept the discipline it 
imposes on a design. These are the sort of 
matters, affecting the cost, and life, and useful- 
ness of buildings, that should be rationally 
dealt with in our basic training. The irony is 
that a better understanding of real values would 
light the way to architectural style and might 
expose the clay feet of some contemporary 
idols. 

* The practical remedy sounds simple. It is 
drastically to shorten the time our students 
need spend cloistered in full-time schools, and 
instead to require that they spend a substantial 
part (and as I think an early part) of their 
training period in offices, and on, or in touch 
with, actual building work. To succeed, there 
would have to be close co-operation between 
school and office—a kind of employer-teacher 
association—and no doubt this would mean 
some sacrifices on both sides. To say, as some 
teachers do say, that there are not enough good 
offices to go round is surely too depressing a 
comment on the result of forty years of archi- 
tectural schooling. What I am proposing, in 
the simplest terms, is nothing more alarming 
than equality of treatment and esteem for 
sandwich courses—composite courses—com- 
bined courses—call them what you like—as an 
alternative, not as a substitute, for the official 
full-time course.’ 

Discussion 

Opening the discussion, Mr. G. O. SWAYNE 
(vice-President IoB) said that the present 
developments had caught the industry unpre- 
pared. There was general condemnation of 
the system of architectural education and 
training, and in an attempt to help, builders 
would welcome architectural students on sites 
and in offices. There was much to be learnt 
jointly by architectural and building students 
in offices. ‘ But there can be no team unless 
there is a fundamental change in architect- 
builder relations ’ said Mr. Swayne, who added 
that it should be understood and appreciated 
that builders had a service to render to the 
building owner. We needed a building public 
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and profession that was prepared to recognise 
a builder without requiring proof of his ability. 
Unfortunately there was no probability of 
statutory registration, and there must be 
reliance on voluntary recognition through the 
Institute of Builders. It could be of help if 
there were an interchange of curricula and 
methods between architects, builders and 
quantity surveyors. 

Mr. Rex Procter, FRICS, outlined the 
surveyors’ training methods. A committee 
had been set up to consider the matter, and it 
was quite clear that there was bound to be a 
complete change in the selection and training 
of surveyors. The quantity surveyors were also 
examining their system. ‘* We must base our 
surveyor on the humanities rather than the 
sciences’ he declared, adding: ‘If you can 
nearly pass the 11-plus exam you have enough 
mathematics for quantity surveying. Our job 
goes beyond that; we have to play with 
thoughts and ideas.’ Training based on 
academic things was no training at all. 

‘No profession other than the architectural 
profession conducts its training in a vacuum. 
Yet pupilage by itself is equally bad. It is 
impossible to get a product “in the round ” 
that way. There was something to be said for 
Squeers with his ““ Winder: W-I-N-D-E-R : 
now go out and wash ’em.” The quantity 
surveyor’s examination should require a 
specialised knowledge of building construction, 
quantity surveying and contract law, with a 
generous knowledge of other subjects. But it 
should be remembered that we were not trying 
to produce technicians. As for the exams 
themselves, fuller use of reference books should 
be allowed in the exam.; why should a candi- 
date be failed because he could not remember 
a fact that he could look up in a reference book 
in 30 seconds ?’ 


Philosophy and Judgment 


Mr. Baines, who said he had spent 11 years 
in offices before he took his RIBA associate 
exam, said that the school undoubtedly gave 
something. That the student should be good 
at drawing was of no significance ; he needed 
a philosophy and a balanced judgment. 
Manchester was at work on a combined course 
between architect, builder and the College of 
Art. He did not think that the schools domin- 
ated training—studentship was about half-and- 
half between schools and external study—but 
they undoubtedly dominated the Board of 
Architectural Education. 

Mr. K. E. Gitnam (A) asked where were 
these offices which would take young architects, 
and where were the principals who would give 
training? Mr. N. G. E. TURNER (A) suggested 
that there should be two stages of qualification 
—the first a basic technical examination ; the 
second, one for principalship. To these the 
affixes ARIBA and FRIBA might apply. 
Mr. WHITTINGTON thought that foremanship 
played an important part, and mentioned the 
certificate courses organised by the City and 
Guilds. Mr. Pare did not think the picture 
was as grey as had been painted, but agreed 
that the offices must help the school-trained 
man. We must encourage the climate of 
opinion among school-trained men that when 
that training was finished they had still far to 
go. The Board of Architectural Education 
was apt to change its policy ; education was 
chopping and changing too much, as were 
techniques: we must settle down to estab- 
lishing a true vernacular of architecture. 
Mr. BRAYBON praised the IoB licentiate dis- 
cussion groups’ work, which he would like to 
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see extended to include young architects, 
Perhaps the JCCs could help in getting the 
three parties together. Mr. A. F. Maycock 
asked if the-training of the QS had been so 
wrong? Mkr. Tite stressed that the architect 
should learn to write a specification. Mr. C. 
HINDLE (A) thought the contribution of the 
young architect in the last 20 years had been 
high. He hoped builders would continue to 
deal lightly with mistakes; after all young 
operatives made them too, but these were 
covered up by foremen. Mr. L. A. MACINTOSH 
(A) said that too many general foremen, 
though good at their job, were more interested 
in making a profit for the builder than in good 
building. He would like to see their status and 
salaries raised, so that they could become 
technically trained. Mr. CHILDREN wanted to 
see more encouragement for the apprentice on 
whom good building eventually depended. He 
hoped more architects would give five minutes 
when going round their sites to talking with 
and encouraging apprentices. Such action was 
very much appreciated. 

Mr. H. J. RipGe (QS) said that good esti- 
mating underlined the necessity for joint 
training between builder and quantity surveyor 
at least. The QS sprang originally from the 
builders’ needs, and they should draw closer 
together. Mr. H. C. S. WorKMan (A) asked 
that those who put their students into sandwich 
courses should look into the remuneration 
paid ; this varied very much. He also said 
that one thing which influenced him in selecting 
a builder was the quality of foreman he 
employed. Mr. Swayne thought that some 
knowledge of design was necessary for the 
young builder. When it came to selecting 
building firms, he suggested that preference 
should be given to firms that were doing their 
stuff in the matter of apprenticeship. 

Summing up, Mr. McMorraw said that the 
more building work he did the more he came 
to rely on the good GF ; builders must keep 
open a channel between operative and foreman. 
As to students, what they needed was a greater 
sense of loyalty ; a principal should make a 
point of getting round the drawing boards ; 
that was where real training was done. 


Chairman’s Summary 

HE Conference was summed up by the 

chairman, Mr. Corsar, who said that it 
would have achieved much if it had made 
members only stop and think. Referring to 
individual contributions, he said that the fact 
that so many of the points made in Mr. Leslie’s 
paper had been taken up and endorsed by later 
speakers showed the very considerable grasp 
he had of the industry’s problems. His address 
had set the hallmark on the very high standard 
of the conference. 

Mr. Grenfell Baines had been most refresh- 
ing; no hold barred; no punches pulled. 
‘We should take to heart the fact that he 
admits that no scheme for collaboration in 
building work can be 100 per cent from the 
start, and therefore we should build up on 
experience,’ said Mr. Corsar. At one moment 
on Saturday morning he had thought the 
Conference was in for trouble when the 
possibility of yet another new form of bill of 
quantities loomed up, then faded away. * How 
we could have faced our colleagues on our 
return to the office 1 don’t know!’ He felt 
the builders were a little apprehensive on 
Mr. Baines’s idea of substituting a basis of 
time rather than of price in tendering, not 
feeling too happy about their chances of 
winning a place in the comprehensive pre: 
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production planning group. Undoubtedly 
mutual trust was of paramount importance. 
Mr. Lovell and Col. Marks had done much to 
stimulate the discussion. 

Both Mr. Bishop and Mr. Broadbent had a 
difficult subject, but he personally felt that 
architects were not given a very strong lead on 
how to improve their design technique for 
optimum use of plant. Picton-street seemed to 
show the very high degree of pre-planning and 
repetition required to achieve successful produc- 
tion, also a high degree of supervision which 
he (the chairman) wondered if the industry 
could provide in quantity. The discussion was 
ably led by Mr. Drewitt, though the discussion 
at times had been a little academic until 
brought back to earth by Mr. Children who 
declared himself as only using concrete for 
cowhouses and pigsties ! 

Mr. McMorran put many pertinent points 
on architects’ training, and the great measure 
of support he got should encourage him to 
pursue his beliefs. Communications, to which 
Mr. Leslie had referred, did not get in his (the 
chairman’s view) ~ sufficient attention. The 
Conference were agreed, he thought, that this 
was sadly lacking at all levels. Mr. Swayne 
and Mr. Procter dealt very ably with education 
and training from their own viewpoints, and 
there did seem to be a lot of common ground 
and much that could be put into operation 
right away. All sides of the industry needed an 
injection of practical training into a system 
that had developed too academically. ‘In 
short, we have much to achieve,’ said the 
Chairman in conclusion, ‘but perhaps not 
quite a new order of things.’ 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Corsar not only for 
his able summing-up but for his firm and 
inspiring control of the Conference was pro- 
posed by Mr. W. S. Jones, and carried by 
acclamation.

LX.—‘ The Tidier-Upper’

WE have seen how trades and occupa- 
tions are changing and how old 
skills have to turn into new skills as more 
and more machines come along to do our 
work for us. The cabby has become a 
taxi-driver, the navvy a man driving a 
mechanical shovel; the clerk with his 
copper-plate script has given way to a girl 
with a typewriter, whilst the handwritten 
letter too, I fear, will soon become a 
museum piece. Some of these lost occupa- 
tions—such as the old lamplighter—can 
never be replaced however many 
machines we invent. 

It is all too easy to become nostalgic 
about such things, but I was much 
cheered the other day to spot a new 
occupation or trade—call it what you will 
—coming to life on our building sites: 
one which is very much after my own 
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heart and might well make up for some of 
the cherished ones we have lost. I mean 
what for want of a better name I have 
dubbed the ‘tidier-upper.” This title will 
do for the moment, but it is nothing like 
good enough for the job I saw being done, 


and I hope we shall get round to finding 


a grander one in due course, 

I found a team of three such men, 
trained by the general foreman and 
trusted by him to carry out their work 
alone. Their job was to precede the 
painters and clean up all the bits of 
plaster droppings left by the plasterers; 
clean out the corners of staircases, treads 
and risers; wash tiles, clean cills, take 
nails out of woodwork so that they 
would not get painted (a not uncommon 
event) and for once the painter had a 
clean run, ' 

Later, the team would go back and 
tidy up finally, removing bits of wire left 
by the electricians, odd shavings left by 
the carpenters, and splashings of paint. 

I saw these three men as pioneers of 
a new and important trade—one in which 
there is scope for both skill and intelli- 
gence and likely to earn the rich blessing 
of grateful occupants. I believe that this 
particular foreman showed both wisdom 
and foresight when he sent his three men 
out to mop.

HOUSING POLICY AND SUBSIDIES © 
ARLIAMENT adjourned for the 


Christmas recess on December 18, and 
will reassemble on January 20 next with a 
heavy programme of work before members 
In the last few days before the adjournment 
Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, rejected a proposal 
to restore housing subsidies in the light of 
his recent circular to local authorities 
encouraging a revival of council house build- 
ing. 
Mr. Brooke was asked in the Commons 
on December 16 by Mr. ALLAUN to recon- 
sider his decision. Since he had ended the 
subsidy on most types of houses many 
cities in England and Wales had been 
forced to confine their housing programme 
to slum clearance tenants, which left thou- 
sands of families in tragic circumstances 
unable to get a home. 

‘THE MINISTER replied that local authori- 
ties should be able to continue building the 
houses they required provided they subsidised 
only the tenants that needed subsidising and 
only to the extent of their need. 

Mr. MITCHISON said that if the Minister 
wanted to restore building for general need 
to a reasonable level there was no other 
way than by restoring the subsidy. 

Mr. Brooke said that many local authori- 
ties could overcome their difficulties on the 
housing side if they ceased to subsidise 
people who did not need subsidy. 

Mrs. Joyce BuTLER asked the Minister 
what estimate he had made of the number 
of additional houses local authorities would 
be able to start within the next four to five 
months in response to his circular No. 60/58. 

Mr. Brooke said that would depend on 
the extent to which local authorities speeded 
up the letting of tenders, and he could not 
make any estimate of that. 

He added, in a further reply, that it had 
always been held that the speeding up or 
slowing down of public authority works 
might be a valuable contribution to the 
handling of the nation’s economic affairs, 
and it was perfectly reasonable at this time, 
when resources were not overstrained, that 
local authorities should be encouraged to go 
ahead quickly with jobs which could be 
started and completed within the next 12 
months. 

Mr. MITcHIson said that the number of 
houses being built by local authorities was 
little more than one half of what it was four 
years ago. 

Mr. BROOKE retorted that the total num- 
ber of houses being built was far greater 
than it was under the Labour Government. 


Housing for Single Persons 


Mrs. EvELYN Emmet asked the Minister 
what progress had been made by local 
authorities in providing housing for single 
persons of working age; and what progress 
he envisaged in 1959. 

Mr. Brooxe: All the records of houses 
provided by local authorities are based on 
types of dwellings, not classes of tenants. 
Local authorities are, however, building an 
increasing number of one-bedroom dwell- 
ings; the ion is now about one in 
five, and is likely to increase. While most 





of these are used for old people, some are 
being let to single workers. 


Requisitioned Houses 
In reply to Mrs. Joyce BuTLeR, Mr. 
BROOKE said that the number of dwellings, 
ie., houses and flats, held under requisition 
at June 6. 1955, was 89,539: at September 
30, 1958, it was 31,573. 


New Town Community Centre 


Mr. Gipson asked the Minister what 
decision he had given on a proposal for the 
building of a community centre in the 
Hatfield New Town attached to a public 
house which is to be financed and built by 
a brewery company as one building; and 
what was his policy on the development of 
community centres in new towns. 

Mr. Brooke: I have approved the pro- 
posal mentioned in the first part of the 
question. In answer to the second part, I 
am anxious to see the provision of com- 
munity centres in the new towns, and I 
would expect that they would as a rule be 
provided, as they are elsewhere, either by 
local authorities or by private organisations 
and individuals. 


THE HOUSE PURCHASE AND 
HOUSING BILL 


HE possibility that the limit of £100m. 

which the Government have included 
in their House Purchase and Housing Bill 
for advances to building societies to enable 
them to assist people who want to purchase 
older type houses by mortgages might be 
increased was indicated by Mr. Henry 
BROOKE, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, when the Bill was read a 
second time in the Commons on December 
15. 

He said that it was the hope of the 
societies that they would not need to draw 
heavily on the Exchequer to meet all the 
demands made on them, and that was the 
Government’s hope as well. The money 
would be available if they thought it would 
be needed, and if the £100m. was all used 
up the Government would be prepared to 
come to Parliament to ask for more. 

The requirements for Exchequer advances 
were that a house must have been built 
before 1919, and its value should not be 
more than £2,500. The Government believed 
that those limits were generally suitable, but 
if they were found to be unduly hampering 
they could be altered. It had been suggested 
that the figure was not high enough for 
London, and subject to any comment that 
might be made in the debate he was ready 
to discuss the matter with the representatives 
of the building societies in relation to 
London. 

Agreement had already been made by the 
Council of the Building Societies that socie- 
ties entering the scheme should undertake to 
make loans in accordance with the terms 
proposed of up to 95 per cent. on the value 
asked for, not only for houses buiit before 
1919, but if the funds permitted, to pur- 
chasers of houses built between 1919 and 
1940. It had also been agreed that societies 
lending to people who were buying their 
homes under the Government’s scheme, 
would also lend them, if they so wanted, the 
balance of the cost of putting in the four 
standard items. 

The purpose of the grants was to improve 
housing conditions. That was the way to 
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ensure that the nation got the continued 
use of this vast number of older houses, and 
to see that they did not deteriorate prema- 
turely into slums. Old houses ~ without 
modern conveniences tended to deteriorate, 
and from every point of view slum clearance 
was a costly operation. The Government 
intended to see that the new opportunities 
were widely understood by owners. They 
would do everything to encourage local 
authorities to make every possible use of the 
grants, and he felt sure that he could count 
on their willing co-operation, 


HOSPITAL BUILDING PROGRAMME 


ETAILS of the Government's hospital 

building programme were given by 
Mr. Derek WALKER-SMITH, Minister of 
Health, in a written reply on December 17, 
in which he said : — 

It is proposed, subject to the voting by 
Parliament of the necessary funds, that 
£25,500,000 shall be spent on capital develop- 
ment in the hospital service in England and 
Wales in 1960-61, compared with £22,000,000 
already announced for next year, 1959-60. 

Hospital boards are being informed of 
their individual allocations within this total 
for the modernisation of mental hospitals, 
the replacement of obsolete plant, and ordi- 
nary capital expenditure. £10,000,000 will 
be set aside for the programme of major 
projects which are financed centrally. This 
programme will be further expanded and 
I am today inviting boards to bring to com- 
pletion the planning of a number of addi- 
tional major projects. I hope that they will 
try to complete the planning by 1960-61. 

I have already authorised the arranging 
of an architectural competition which is in 
hand for the planning of the new Cardiff 
teaching hospital; and in the light of the 
advice I have received from the University 
Grants Committee I am considering with 
the hospital boards concerned what dental 
hospital projects should be undertaken to 
increase the output of the dental schools as 
recommended by the McNair Committee on 
the recruitment of dentists. 

The major projects now selected include, 
in the sphere of new building, the first phases 
of new general hospitals for north Tees- 
side and at Northwick Park for the Wem- 
bley-Harrow area; a further stage of the new 
Sheffield teaching hospital of which the out- 
patient department is now being built; the 
start of the reconstruction of Queen Mary’s 
Hospital, Sidcup; a blood transfusion centre 
at Liverpool and later stages of some new 
hospitals already in the programme. 

There will be new radiotherapy depart- 
ments at Newcastle, Sheffield and Birming- 
ham. 

In the sphere of large scale extensions, a 
large extension of the High Wycombe 
Memorial Hospital is proposed and a 
number of other hospitals are to be improved 
or developed. They are Crewe Memorial 
Hospital; the Mayday Hospital, Croydon; 
Queen Mary’s, Stratford; the Royal Gwent 
Hospital, Newport; Southampton General 
Hospital, and St. Stephen’s Hospital, Fulham- 
road. There is a new maternity wing at 
Billinge Hospital, Wigan, and a new mater- 
nity unit is included in proposals for expand- 
ing the Yeovil and District Hospital. Fur- 
ther development will be undertaken at the 
Good Hope Hospital, Sutton Coldfield and 
at the Coventry and Watfwick Hospital. 
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I am increasing the allocations made last 
year in order to allow development to take 
place at both [Ilford and Barking, and to 
permit as the first phase of hospital develop- 
ment in Hull the improvement of the 
Western General Hospital. I am also asking 
for plans to be prepared for certain hospital 
developments in Bradford. 

In mental health, I propose to provide 
additional beds at the mental deficiency 
hospitals at Greaves Hall, Southport, Cran- 
age Hall, Holmes Chapel, and Oakwood 
Park, Conway; extensions to Borocourt 
(near Reading) and Little Plumstead (near 
Norwich) Mental Deficiency Hospitals; 
improvements at Fulbourne Mental Hospital 
near Cambridge; and new long-stay annexes 
at Lynfield Mount Mental Hospital, Brad- 
ford. A psychiatric block is also to be pro- 
vided at the new Welwyn Hospital which is 
now being built. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Downing Street Reconstruction 


Mr. PaRKER asked the Minister of Works, 
whether he had yet considered the plans 
prepared by the architect for the recon- 
struction of Nos. 10, 11 and 12 Downing- 
street; and what decisions he had reached. 

Mr. HuGH MOLSON, in a written reply, 
on December 16, stated: —The sketch plans 
are still under consideration. 


Caravan Investigation 


Sin WILLIAM ANSTRUTHER-GRayY asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what action he was taking to ensure that 
his .investigation into problems connected 
with caravans took full account of Scottish 
experience in these matters. 

Mr. Brooke: This investigation, which 
is limited to England and Wales, is con- 
cerned solely with the problems of residen- 
tial caravans; and the Secretary of State 
tells me that he knows of no _ special 
Scottish experience in this connection. He 
assures me, that Sir Arton Wilson will be 
very welcome to cross the Border if he 
should decide that that might help him in 
his task. 


Multi-Storey Car Parks 


Mr. Eric JoHNSON asked the Ministe1 
of Transport, what recent plans had been 
submitted to him by local authorities in 
regard to off-the-street parking for motor 
vehicles; and if he could make a statement 
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on the progress which is being made with 
the provision of such places. 

Mr. NuGeEnt, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, in a written answer 
on December 17, stated :— 

Since April 1, we have recommended loan 
sanction for 3 multi-storey car parks and 65 
surface schemes at a total cost of £766,000. 

In a circulated statement it was indicated 
that the three multi-storey car parks are 
at Wood-street Cardiff (£166,900), Coventry 
new retail .market (£54,550) and Market- 
place, Manchester (£294,100). A scheme for 
a multi-storey car park in Waverton-street, 
Westminster. has been approved in principle 
at an estimated cost of £500,000. 


Grants for Recreational Facilities 

Mr. GRESHAM Cooke asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, what was 
the present expenditure by local authorities 
on youth clubs, hostels, camp sites, playing 
fields and swimming baths; and what 
additional grants he estimated would be 
necessary to enable local authorities to 
double the provision of such facilities over 
the next five years. 

Mr. Brooke: This expenditure is not 
shown separately in the returns of local 
authorities, and could not readily be 
ascertained. It is not specifically aided by 
Exchequer grant, except in so far as some 
initial provision may be assisted under the 
Physical Training and Recreation Act, 1937; 
and these grants are now to be absorbed 
into the general grant under the Local 
Government Act, 1958. 

It must not be assumed that, to double 
the provision, all that is necessary is to 
offer an Exchequer grant. Among other 
matters, the local authorities would need to 
be convinced that a prior need existed in 
comparison with other requirements, and 
that it would be appropriate to devote the 
necessary capital to the purpose despite the 
competition for investment. 


Prestwick Airport Hotel 

Mr. JOHN RANKIN asked the Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation if a decision 
had yet been reached on the accommoda- 
tion to be provided in the proposed new 
hotel at Prestwick Airport and on iis cost. 

Mr. AtReEY NEAVE, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, Ministry of Civil Aviation: I recog- 
nise that a hotel could be an attractive 
feature of the new terminal area, and we are 
examining the possibility of providing one.

BRITISH CONSTRUCTIONAL

Restrictive Practices Court 


HE hearing of proceedings in the matter 

of an agreement between the members 
of the British Constructional Steelwork 
Association has been fixed for January 19 
next in the Kestrictive Practices Court. 

On October 21 Mr. J. R. CUMMING-BRUCE 
told the Court, in applying for a date to be 
fixed, that the Association had ended a 
price-fixing scheme which was one of two 
and probably the major ingredients of an 
agreement referred to the Court. 

He said the major ingredients of the 
Association’s agreement had been terminated 
by a resolution of their council, communi- 
cated to the Registrar on September 10, the 
effect of which was to terminate altogether 
the price-fixing scheme from September 18. 

There were, however, certain recommen- 
dations which the Association sought to 
justify to the court, he said.

SPARE-TIME WORK BY 
OPERATIVES 


North-East Employers’ Protest 


BUILDING trade employers in the North- 
East are taking steps to discourage the 
practice of building trade workers doing 
spare-time work, to the detriment of build- 
ing contractors. 

Mr. H. W. Wake, regional director of the 
Northern Counties’ Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, said that the amount of 
spare-time work carried out by employees 
in the industry was growing and the 
employers wanted to stop it in the interests 
of the men themselves as well as the industry. 
Mr. Wake said it was rather a Gilbertian 
situation that the building trade unions 
should be calling for a 40-hour week, when 
the men themselves were prepared to accept 
unlimited work. 

Letters are being sent out to employers, 
especially loca] authorities, asking them to 
request their employees not to do building 
work in their spare-time. It is understood 
that there is no opposition to men doing 
small jobs such as hanging doors, etc., but 
it is alleged that instances have occurred 
where houses have been built from founda- 
tion to roof with spare-time labour. 





Dictionary of Civil Engineering 

A Penguin Reference Book, Ril, 
entitled ‘A Dictionary of Civil Engineering,’ 
has been published (price 5s.).. In it the 
author, Mr. John S. Scott, clearly explains, 
to laymen and to non-specialist engineers, 
in simple language, some of the technical 
terms used in engineering.

The fifty-third annual general meeting of J. Gliksten and Son, 
Ltd., was held on December 18 in London, Mr. S. G. Gliksten 
(Chairman and Managing Director) presiding. 

The following is an extract from the address by the chairman 
which had been circulated with the report and accounts for 
the year ended June 30, 1958 :— 

Once again it is my pleasure to report to Stockholders an 
increase in the Group’s trading profit during a year which has 
not been an easy one for the timber trade, credit restrictions 
having slowed down the activities cf two of the main timber- 
using industries in this country—house building and furniture 
manufacturing. 

The Revenue from trading amounted to £960,654 compared 
with £895,109 last year, and after deducting Directors’ Remunera- 
tion, Interest, Provision for Bad Debts and Depreciation, together 
amounting to £277,700, there is a net profit before taxation of 
£682,954 as against £644,492. 

Provision for taxation requires 
£364,092 in the previous year. 

The net profit after taxation is £297,002 and your Directors 
are recommending the same total Ordinary Dividend of 35 per 
cent, as last year. 

In order to bring the Capital of the Company more into 
balance with the actual Capital employed it is proposed to 
increase the Authorised Capital to £1,500,000 by the creatiox. of 
2,000,000 additional Ordinary Shares of 5s. each, and your 
Directors propose to capitalise £300,000 of the Share Premium 
Account by the issue to Ordinary Stockholders of 1,200,000 new 
Ordinary Shares of 5s. each credited as fully paid in the pro- 
portion of one new Ordinary Share (to be converted into Stock) 
for every two Ordinary Stock units of 5s. 

Total Shareholders’ funds of £3,600,336 show a most satis- 
factory increase of £189,486 over last year. Current assets exceed 
current liabilities by £2,472,962, a further improvement on last 
year. Stocks and Debtors have slightly increased to accord 
with our increased turnover and production. 

Loan Capital and Mortgage have been considerably reduced, 
the Debentures issued by one of our subsidiaries having. been 
paid off. Net Capital Expenditure during the year amounted to 
£43,268 mainly in respect of plant, machinery and vehicles, and 
no major developments are planned for the current year. 

The financial position of your Group is strong, the ratio of 
investment in fixed assets to investment in current assets being 
relatively small.

; General Survey 

The general monetary policy of the Government and the credit 
restrictions and high interest rates imposed to implement that 
policy were doubtless very necessary to safeguard the financial 
stability of the country; nevertheless they inflicted very heavy 
burdens on the timber trade and two of the principal users of 
timber—the house ‘builder and the furniture manufacturer. As a 
result profit margins for timber importers became lower, coupied 
with reduced sales volume, and in the case of certain commodi- 
ties, principally softwoods and building boards, some losses on 
stocks were suffered as a result of a fall in the basic price levels. 
It is therefore all the more gratifying to record that your total 
pono Aagggatia once again increased by nearly 10 per cent. in 
1957 t 

At home the divisions which produced lower profits than in 
the previous year were those mainly concerned with the building 
trade—door production and distribution, softwood and building 
board importation and merchanting. At the present time there 
is no sign of a great improvement in these divisions of our 
business. 

Overseas 

Our overseas business is now becoming a major part of our 
whole organisation and we have formed a new subsidiary—Glik- 
sten Export Sales Limited—to act as world distributors of the 
whole of our overseas production. This arrangement has already 
proved very worthwhile. 

Export sales, both of home and overseas production, are con- 
tinuing on a considerable scale, despite the depressed market in 
the United States, and I feel confident of our future in this field. 

Since the end of the financial year under review trading has 
continued on satisfactory lines and with marked improvement 
since the ending of Government credit restrictions. 

The report and accounts were adopted and the total distribu- 
tion of 35 per cent. was approved.
